Setback for 
SF's domestic 


Fed Eh doesn't have to comply

|l| he city’s landmark domestic part- 
; ner benefits law suffered a legal 
| setback last week when the feder- 
1 al judge who will rule on its legal¬ 
ity granted a temporary restraining 
order barring the city from terminat¬ 
ing a lease agreement with Federal Ex¬ 
press, which refuses to comply with 
the ordinance. The ordinance speci¬ 
fies that companies contracting with 
the city must provide benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners of employees if they 
provide benefits to spouses; last year 
the Air Transport Association (ATA) 
filed suit against the city, seeks to 
overturn the measure. 

Last October, both sides argued 
their case before U.S. District Court 
Judge Claudia Wilken, who has not 
yet issued her ruling. But on Friday, 
February 27, Wilken granted the tem¬ 
porary restraining order (TRO) and 
ordered a hearing for April 3. 

Fed Ex balked at complying with 
the law and is in the process of negoti¬ 
ating a 10-year, $18 million lease for 
space at San Francisco International 
Airport (SFQ). The city had threat¬ 
ened to rent the space to a different 
tenant if Federal Express failed to com¬ 
ply with the law; Wilken’s ruling nulli¬ 
fies that. A provision in the lease would 
have required the company to comply 
with the domestic partner benefits or¬ 
dinance if Wilken upheld the law; Fed 
Ex would have been able to terminate 
the lease if the law is upheld but the 
company is unwilling to comply. 

“Federal Express is asking to con¬ 
tinue to discriminate even if the court 
upholds the ordinance,” said City At¬ 
torney Louise Renne. “If this were 
about discrimination on the basis of

Hate crimes fall in SF, 
continue to rise nationwide 


Sf violence shifts from adults to youth. Castro to Ission, Tenderloin

V iolence committed against queers 23 
and older declined slightly in San Fran¬ 
cisco last year, while acts against the 
younger, school-age set stepped up a 
bit. Also in 1997, the number of anti-queer 
hate crimes taking place in the Mission, Ten¬ 
derloin, and South of Market neighbor¬ 
hoods outstripped the sum occurring in the 
Castro District, marking the first time in a 
decade that queers in the Castro have not 
been the main target for bashers. 

Those conclusions are among the data 
contained in a major report released jointly 
by the National Coalition of Anti-Violence 
Programs (NCAVP) and Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV) Tuesday, March 3. 

The report, Anti-Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual 
and Transgendered Violence in 1997, shows 
that across the country, while crime rates in 
general fell dramatically, hate-motivated vi¬ 


olence against the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, and HIV-positive (LGBTH) 
communities continued to increase. Nation¬ 
ally for 1997, anti-queer violence rose by two 
percent, following a six percent rise in 1996. 

‘Continuous violence’ 

According to NCAVP’s summary of the 
report, much of last year’s nationwide 
growth in anti-LGBTH crimes can be attrib¬ 
uted to the increasing visibility of queers 
coupled with a lack of moral leadership at all 
levels of society, allowing leaders of the rad¬ 
ical right to foster a climate homophobia 
across the continent. 

Last year also saw a strong national trend 
toward more serial hate crimes, defined as 
“continuous violence and harassment by one 
offender against a single victim over a peri¬ 
od of time,” generally in and around the vic¬ 
tim’s home, community, or workplace. In 
such cases, the report adds, the perpetrators

H former National Guardsman denied 
consideration for employment as a 
San Francisco police officer is threat¬ 
ening to sue the city unless the police 
department reverses its decision. 
Christiana D. Rivas, 38, who until 
her sex change last August was known as 
Christian D. Rivas, said she breezed 
through the police department’s written, 
oral, lie-detector, and physical exams, as 
well as a thorough background check, only 
to be disqualified on the basis of the de= 
partment’s psychological evaluation. That 
evaluation, she said, was unfair. To prove 
the point, she paid for an independent psy¬ 
chological examination, which she said she 
passed with flying colors. 

“I don’t think any individual should 
have to go through what I’ve gone through 
to prove that they’re psychologically fit,” 
said Rivas. 

Rivas had fully expected to enter the po¬ 
lice academy class starting January 26, but 
those hopes were dashed on January 3, 
when she got a certified letter from the 
SFPD’s Consent Decree Division, notifying 
her of her failed psychological test. 

“What, I throw my brush against the wall 
when I have a bad hair day?” wondered a 
mystified Rivas, who said she cannot ac¬ 
count for the department’s decision, which 
was never explained to her. 

Anyone else with her qualifications 
would be a shoo-in to the police academy, 
said Rivas. She owns her own condomini- , 
um, plays on gay basketball and soccer - 0 - 
teams, was honorably discharged from the 
National Guard in 1985 K where she (then 
still a man) had been a sergeant in a mech¬ 
anized infantry unit, holds a BA in interna¬ 
tional relations and military affairs from 
San Francisco State University, and from 
1992 till early this year was employed by the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms. 

A second generation San Franciscan who 
graduated from Sacred Heart High, Rivas 
said she had applied for entry into the po¬ 
lice academy three times prior, during the 
1980s. Twice she was rejected on the basis 
of poor eyesight, but has since had her sight 
surgically corrected. Later she was denied 
entry because of one-time cocaine use, but 
claims that was a college incident and has 
never been repeated, a fact she said she had 
satisfactorily demonstrated to the police de¬ 
partment during the latest go-round. She 
said she does not drink, smoke, or do drugs. 

Police department administrators famil¬ 
iar with the case deny Rivas was unfairly de¬ 
nied entry into the academy. 

Julie Gonzales, head of the SFPD’s Con¬ 
sent Decree Division, refused to comment

Pop-culture studies 
form core of new 
Milk Institute classes

; • rom an exploration of 
“Homer-eroticism” in The 
Simpsons , to instruction in 
the basics of digital video produc¬ 
tion, to classes on stand-up com¬ 
edy and improvisation, the Har¬ 
vey Milk Institute (HMI) is now 
inaugurating its third year of 
queer education, this time with an 
emphasis on deconstructing (and 
even, in some cases, constructing) 
pop culture. 

The San Francisco-based insti¬ 
tute, which bills itself as “the 
world’s largest center for queer 
studies,” has just released its 
Spring 1998 course catalog and 
posted an elaborate website, each 
describing in detail more than 80 
courses, workshops, conferences, 
and special events for the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender, and 
queer communities, “as well as 
our progressive friends.” 

“During HMI’s first three 
years, over 5,500 people have en¬ 
rolled in our classes; this semester 
promises to be our most popular 
yet,” said HMI Executive Director 
Kevin Schaub. 

Schaub himself will facilitate a 
class titled “Looking for Mr. 
Smithers: Queerness in The Simp¬ 
sons ,” which will examine the 
myriad queer references in the 
show throughout the 1990s. 

“Sexual ambiguity and homo¬ 
erotic relationships are often at 
the core of the show’s humor,” 
said Shaub. 

For those seeking to express 
themselves on stage, performance 
artists Maureen Brownsey, David 
Mills, and Karen Ripley will lead 
students through a variety of the¬ 
atrical techniques. Brownsey will 
teach “Queer Stand-Up Comedy,” 
a practical, hands-on class that 
helps students develop a three to 
seven minute comedy routine. 
Ripley will improvise “The Magic 
of Improvisation,” helping per¬ 
formers increase self-confidence, 
spontaneity, and trust, improve 
their public speaking, ‘dare to fail,’ 
and laugh their butts off. Mills 
(whose new show, Duty Free, be¬ 


gins a two-week run at Intersec¬ 
tion for the Arts tonight, March 5) 
will focus on “Personal Narrative 
as Solo Performance,” examining 
techniques used in media and 
popular culture to bring students’ 
personal narratives alive on stage. 

Students wanting to document 
the queer experience can enroll in 
“Digital Video 101: Queers and 
the Cutting Edge,” taught by Jef¬ 
frey Winter and Jose Guevara of 
Please Louise Productions. The 
class will examine the digital tech¬ 
nologies “that are radically chang¬ 
ing the form and content of 
today’s media shooting.” Instruc¬ 
tion will include multimedia ma¬ 
nipulation (digital/special ef¬ 
fects), digital sets/environments 
(blue-screen, post-production 
compositing), and an introduc¬ 
tion to editing on the Macintosh. 

For lesbians who have been 
writing fiction and now want “to 
move themselves and their char¬ 
acters in new ways through unfa¬ 
miliar territories,” Elana Dyke- 
womon will teach “Creating 


Characters: Lesbian Fiction Writ¬ 
ing.” 

Art lovers and museumgoers 
can check out HMI founder 
Jonathan Katz’s tour of the up¬ 
coming Keith Haring Exhibit at 
the San Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art. Katz will analyze 
“the often queer meanings and 
motivations behind the work 
within the context of the East Vil¬ 
lage art scene of the 1980’s.” 

For a complete listing of 
course offerings at HMI, look for 
free catalogs available at more 
than 100 locations throughout 
San Francisco and the Bay Area, 
or browse the institute’s website at 
www.sf.digitalcity.com/harvmilk. 
htm (America Online subscribers 
can access the site with the key¬ 
word “Harvey Milk”). 

“The next phase of queer lib¬ 
eration will unfold in the class¬ 
room,” said Katz. “That education 
is politics, and that knowledge of 
our history, our culture, and our 
struggles is essential to our com¬ 
munity’s development.” ▼ 


Hamilton Post settles discrimination 
lawsuit with American Legion

rch Wilson, chief of litiga¬ 
tion for the Alexander 
• Hamilton Post 448 of the 
American Legion, announced 
that the post has settled its class 
action discrimination lawsuit 
against California and San Fran¬ 
cisco parties of the American Le¬ 
gion. The Alexander Hamilton 
Post is believed to be the only one 
in the country whose member¬ 
ship is largely gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender war veterans. 

The out of court settlement in¬ 
cluded payment of an undisclosed 
amount of money by the Califor¬ 
nia Legion defendants to the 
Alexander Hamilton Post, without 
admission of liability on the part of 
any of the defendants. The defen¬ 


dant legion units and individuals 
have also agreed to prohibit homo- 
phobic actions and statements in 
their offices and meetings, Wilson 
stated. Attorneys representing the 
post were James “Sean” Kennedy, 
Cynthia Conners, Richard Gayer, 
and Bruce Knickerson. 

“While this settlement doesn’t 
do much for gay and lesbian vet¬ 
erans on a national level, it can 
open a new era for us for im¬ 
proved relations with local 
straight legionnaires,” Wilson told 
the B.A.R. “We are quite satisfied 
with the settlement.” 

The lawsuit arose nearly two 
years ago. In April 1996, after in¬ 
vestigating complaints of the 
post, the city’s Human Rights 
Commission (HRC) found that 
the California headquarters of the 
legion had discriminated against 


the Hamilton Post. In the suit, the 
post also alleged a history of dis¬ 
crimination by units and individ¬ 
uals in the legion dating back to 
1984 when the post applied for an 
American Legion charter. 

During the “gays in the mili¬ 
tary” controversy of 1993, the 
post alleged that animosity to¬ 
ward the post and its members 
heightened, possibly fueled by the 
vociferous opposition of the 
American Legion against permit¬ 
ting gays to serve. 

In February 1997, attorneys 
for the post added as defendants 
the legion’s national headquarters 
and the San Francisco War 
Memorial Board of Trustees, al¬ 
leging negligence by the latter in 
permitting discriminatory treat¬ 
ment of gay veterans in the War 
Memorial Veterans Building. T

n a surprising turn of events, 
representatives from AIDS or¬ 
ganizations and individual 
PWAs in Sonoma County last 
week agreed unanimously to raise 
funds to reinstate AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund (AEF) grants for local 
PWAs. 

About one hour into a meeting 
held in Sebastopol Wednesday, 
February 25, where members of 
the Sonoma County HIV/AIDS 
community met with AEF offi¬ 
cials from San Francisco, Face to 
Face Executive Director Andrea 
Learned asked for a commitment 
from participants, and everybody 
stood as a group. 

“I don’t think any one solution 
will work,” said Learned. “I am 
not looking for the usual suspects 
to raise this money, I’m looking 
for the unusual suspects.” 

The meeting was called by 
Sonoma County AIDS activists, 
including AIDS Quilt founder 
Cleve Jones and Food for 
Thought founder Betsy Van Dyke, 
in response to the AEF’s an¬ 
nouncement that it would stop 
providing emergency grants for 
PWAs in all but a few Bay Area 
counties. 

As of February 1, the San Fran¬ 
cisco-based organization has 
eliminated grants for people with 
HIV/AIDS in all but four coun¬ 
ties: San Francisco, San Mateo, 
Marin, and Alameda. The AEF 
gets federal Ryan White funds for 
the first three counties, and has a 
contract with Alameda County to 
provide the grants as long as the 
county continues to supply some 
of the money. 

In an attempt to continue ser¬ 
vicing such counties as Sonoma, 
Napa, Santa Clara, Santa Cruz, 
Solano, and Contra Costa, the 
agency last year reduced all of its 
grants to a maximum of $400 per 
year. But, this year, AEF decided to 
boost the grants back up to $500, 
and eliminate the counties that 
were not contributing their share. 

“We were hardly able to help 
people meaningfully,” said AEF 
Vice President Ken Turner, refer¬ 
ring to the diminished grants. 

Turner attributed the AEF’s 
cutbacks to two factors: an in¬ 
creasing caseload due to clients 
living longer and more people 
moving to San Francisco; and the 


end of two large donations that 
had kept the agency in the black 
during three years of deficit 
spending. 

Starting this year, AEF officials 
have agreed to provide grants for 
the other counties only if they 
contribute at least 65 percent of 
the grant money. According to 
Turner, AEF has been footing 
most of the bill for these counties. 
In 1997 AEF provided grants for 
approximately 220 Sonoma 
County clients, at a cost of over 
$100,000, and residents in the 
county donated less than $9,000. 

According to some in the 
Sonoma County AIDS communi¬ 
ty, the sudden announcement by 
AEF that it was cutting off grant 
money came as a shock, and left 
people angry and confused about 
what to do. 

Further complicating the 
problem was the fact that the 
Sonoma County AIDS Commis¬ 
sion had been unaware that the 
AEF grants were coming to an 
end when it established its budget 
for 1998, and did not make any al¬ 
locations to AEF to keep the grant 
program operating in Sonoma 
County. 

“Why didn’t you let us know 
sooner, before we had allocated 
funds?” questioned Michael On- 
stott, a Guerneville resident and 
founder of the National AIDS 
Nutrient Bank. 

Several speakers said Sonoma 
County especially feels the pinch 
of losing the AEF grants because 
local AIDS funding is suffering its 
own cutbacks this year, and the 
general economy has been effect¬ 
ed by several years of devastating 
winter floods. 

“When you’re talking about 
people with very low incomes, it’s 
a major hit,” said Van Dyke. 

County funds 

The county has two emergency 
funds of its own, the Bush Fund 
that offers money for rent and 
utilities in specified increments, 
and a small fund administered by 
Face to Face which provides limit¬ 
ed money for necessities such as 
food and gasoline. The AEF was 
the only agency that offered 
money for a wide variety of needs 
at any time during the year. 

Despite, the fear and anger 
over the loss of the grants, howev¬ 
er, meeting participants generally 
praised the AEF for providing ex¬ 


cellent service to PWAs with very 
little overhead costs. 

“I want to put in a plug for 
AEF,” said Guerneville Face to 
Face office manager Dee McGuf- 
fey. “These people have done it a 
long time. They know how to do 
it.”

:: or a lot of people, Friday 
night is a time to kick back 
and welcome in the week¬ 
end. For the hungry and homeless 
in the Castro, it can be a time for 
a warm meal and a kind word. 

Beginning this Friday, March 
6, volunteers from A Different 
Light Bookstore will serve a Fri¬ 
day night supper at the Metropol¬ 
itan Community Church on Eu¬ 
reka. Nine workers from the 
bookstore will share in the prepa¬ 
ration and cleanup of a meal for 
60. Tommi Avicolli Mecca, events 
coordinator at the bookstore and 
chief architect of the meal plan, 
explained that most of the food 
will be donated by individuals 
and one local merchant. The first 
simple offering of spaghetti, salad, 
and bread will eventually evolve 
into something more elegant, said 
Mecca. 

The bookstore’s Friday meal 
will take place alongside MCC’s 
already existing Wednesday night 


supper, called Simply Supper. 
Started four months ago, Wednes¬ 
day’s meal serves an ethnically di¬ 
verse, primarily male, population 
ranging in ages from 18-50. In the 
words of Simply Supper’s director 
David Gant, “It is one of the more 
real actions we can take to help 
the homeless. We are a church and 
in a very basic way our responsi¬ 
bility is to feed the hungry.” 

“A true measure of the worth 
of a society,” added Mecca, “is how 
it cares for its least fortunate 
members. In this program we are 
showing that the Castro is really a 
community that cares. And it’s a 
way for the bookstore to give 
something back to the communi¬ 
ty” 

While Gant hopes that other 
merchants in the area will be per¬ 
suaded to cover a meal of their 
own, none besides A Different 
Light have stepped up to claim a 
day. When MCC began the Sim¬ 
ply Supper program last Novem¬ 
ber there were, according to Gant, 
initially some fears that the sup¬ 
pers would attract more homeless 


to the area. “But none of these 
problems panned out,” he said. 

Mecca meets potential criti¬ 
cism of the free suppers a little 
more headlong, saying: “I would 
think that people would see that 
we aren’t the ones causing the 
problem. We are just trying to 
help out with some solutions. The 
problem is with the good-for- 
nothing politicians, starting with 
Willie Brown and going down the 
line, who have dropped the ball.” 

Castro merchants, homeless 
activists, and members of Tom 
Ammiano’s office have been 
meeting for some time to help 
fashion long-term solutions to the 
problems of the area’s homeless. 
And while none see the meal serv¬ 
ing as a long-term answer, the 
short term benefits of a warm 
meal are undeniable. ▼

Study seeks women who have 
had sex with female therapists

: any lesbians and bisexual 
women know a woman 
1: who has had a sexual re¬ 
lationship with a female psy¬ 
chotherapist, or have had the ex¬ 
perience themselves. Even though 
it’s something a lot of women 
have been through, it tends to get 
swept under the rug for a variety 
of reasons. For women who have 
had this experience, Lee Baker, a 
graduate student at the Smith 
College School of Social Work, 
has decided to explore the issue 
for her master’s thesis and is seek¬ 
ing women who have had this ex¬ 
perience. 

Baker, who’s a licensed social 


worker with the state of Ohio and 
has a bachelor’s degree in psy¬ 
chology from Oberlin College, 
believes there are a variety of rea¬ 
sons for the lack of discussion 
around this issue; sometimes the 
therapist may be prominent in 
the community and her client is 
either afraid to talk about what 
has happened, or she does tell 
others but they don’t believe her 
story. Others may hesitate to 
speak because of the harm that 
could come to either the client or 
the therapist as a result of homo- 
phobic responses. Still others 
have sought out a woman thera¬ 
pist because they expect more 
safety with a woman than with a 
man, and are surprised to find 
that they feel violated by a 


woman they trusted. 

There has been a lot of public¬ 
ity in recent years about male 
therapists who have had sex with 
their clients, but not enough has 
been said about what happens 
when a female therapist does the 
same, according to Baker. She is 
interested in talking with women 
who have had sexual experiences 
with their female therapists and 
hopes to address the lack of infor¬ 
mation available about this sub¬ 
ject, both in the lesbian and bisex¬ 
ual women’s communities and 
among therapists. ▼

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EVPA president 
aims for neighborhood 
preservation

ureka Valley isn’t the same 
as other neighborhoods 
. *: around, and Lion Barnett 

wants to keep it that way. 

As the new president of the 
Eureka Valley Promotion Associ¬ 
ation, Barnett hopes he can help 
in tackling some of Eureka Val¬ 
ley’s big problems, but he also 
hopes for some nice little changes 
as well. 

Although it’s more commonly 
known as “The Castro,” Eureka 
Valley is the more established 
name for the area bounded 
roughly by Market Street on the 
north and west, Church Street on 
the east, and 21st Street on the 
south. The EVPA is an organiza¬ 
tion long ago created by and for 
the residents of Eureka Valley. 

Barnett told the B.A.R. that the 
organization’s primary concern is 
the people who live there. 

“Recognizing that we do have a 
world-famous gay mecca, it’s also 
a place where people live,” Barnett 
said. “And those people are gay 
and straight, younger and older, 
families and single people. So our 
main focus is making sure that it’s 
a habitable, safe, enjoyable, conve¬ 
nient, and efficient neighborhood 
for people to live in.” 

EVPA is one of four commu¬ 
nity organizations that try to pre¬ 
serve and plan the neighborhoods 
around the Castro. The other 
three are the Duboce Triangle 
Neighborhood'Association (for 
residents north of Market Street), 
the Merchants of Upper Market 
and Castro, and Castro Area Plan¬ 
ning + Action. 

What differentiates EVPA and 
DTNA, Barnett said, is that these 
two organizations represent the 
residents of the area and are in¬ 
terested in keeping the area “resi¬ 
dent-friendly.” 

Barnett was elected as EVPA’s 
president this January, and he says 
one of his biggest goals for the year 
is to strengthen the relationship 
between EVPA and the other three 
Castro-area organizations. Al¬ 
though each group has slightly dif¬ 
ferent motives or areas they cover, 
Barnett said they all deal with 
some of the same problems, such 
as parking and traffic, the “chain 
store takeover,” increased crime, 
and increased homeless people 
and panhandlers in the area. 

Because Eureka Valley encom¬ 
passes much of the main part of 
the Castro Street, a lot of what 
takes place on “the strip” concerns 
EVPA, Barnett said. For years 
EVPA has paid very close atten¬ 


tion to beer and wine permits 
granted in the neighborhood, 
conversions of residential units to 
businesses, and frequent changes 
in conditional use permits for 
commercial properties in the area. 

“In a way we’ve become 
known as the Eureka Valley 
Protest Association, because of 
the amount of permit opposition 
our organization has done,” Bar¬ 
nett said. “But a lot of that comes 
from the stance of wanting to 
protect the area as a residential 
neighborhood, and wanting it to 
be a place where people who live 
here can shop within a few blocks 
from home, as opposed to going 
downtown, or to CostCo, or to 
Target, or wherever.” 

The issue of homelessness and 
panhandlers is one in particular 
that Barnett hopes to help address 
in the coming months. He said 
there are many people who are 
very disturbed by the great num¬ 
ber of homeless and panhandlers 
that have appeared in the Castro 
area in the last few years. 

“People are not coming to the 
area, or they are afraid to come at 
night, and elderly people can be 
intimidated just walking down 
the street,” he said. 

Ideas for solving the problems 
are thrown around all the time, 
Barnett said, and neighborhood 
activists are trying to find a vari¬ 
ety of ways to deal with the prob¬ 
lem. Some of the ways to deal 
with it are to increase services and 
to improve referrals to shelters 
and assistance agencies. 

“The homeless people are, 
after all, people,” he said. “They’re 
unhappy, they’re unfortunate, and 
they’ve come to be in that condi¬ 
tion for a variety of reasons. But 
whatever brought them there, 
they are not a help to themselves 
or a help to the neighborhood.” 

While neighborhood residents 
and businesses are interested in 


improving services to the home¬ 
less, Barnett said, some people are 
also losing patience. 

“When push comes to shove, 
people are saying these people just 
have to get off the street,” Barnett 
said. “It’s inappropriate, it’s detri¬ 
mental to the neighborhood, and 
it represents a deterioration of the 
neighborhood as well. People are 
afraid it’s going to turn into Polk 
Street or the Tenderloin.” 

In addition to solving big 
problems like homelessness, Bar¬ 
nett says he wants EVPA to re¬ 
focus on small neighborhood im¬ 
provement projects it can easily 
handle by itself, such as turning a 
small vacant lot into a garden. 

“The people who work with 
EVPA and other neighborhood 
residents can jump in as they wish 
to help out and do something like 
that,” Barnett said. 

Barnett hopes neighborhood 
residents will contact EVPA with 
ideas for such small projects to 
make small improvements and 
show residents how EVPA can 
help maintain the neighborhood. 

He also hopes more residents 
might become active with EVPA. 
An $8 yearly membership (or $12 
for a couple) entitles members to a 
monthly newsletter which includes 
announcements of meetings and 
the group’s upcoming projects. 

EVPA meets the third Thurs¬ 
day of every month at 7 p.m. at 
the Eureka Valley Recreation Cen¬ 
ter, located at 100 Collingwood St. 

EVPA’s other officers this year 
are Vice President Rachel Hey- 
man, Treasurer Heide Chipp, Cor¬ 
responding Secretary Gerald Ab¬ 
bott, and Recording Secretary 
Roger Yates. T

Changes in HIV in Prison Project

Ip::, ue to the loss of founda- 
: tion funding, the 
HIV/AIDS in Prison Pro¬ 
ject, formerly under the auspices 
of Catholic Charities of the East 
Bay, was forced to close as of Feb¬ 
ruary 13. 

However, much of the work of 
the project will continue as part of 
California Prison Focus, accord¬ 
ing to project coordinator Judy 


Greenspan. California Prison 
Focus is an organization dedicat¬ 
ed to Fighting repressive condi¬ 
tions faced by maximum security, 
or “lockdown,” prisoners. 

Financial support remains ex¬ 
tremely limited, and the work of 
the new HIV in Prison Commit¬ 
tee (HIP) will be carried out on a 
volunteer, part-time basis. 

HIP hopes to continue its ad¬ 
vocacy work on behalf of prison¬ 
ers with HIV/AIDS and women 
prisoners with various serious 


medical conditions. In order to do 
so, the committee is requesting as¬ 
sistance from volunteers, financial 
contributions to cover phone and 
mailing costs, and donations of 
office supplies and equipment 
and HIV educational materials. ▼

he repeal of Maine’s gay rights law in 
February was certainly shocking and 
depressing, and got us wondering if the 
whole world was planning to goose-step in 
lockstep to the right forever. Fortunately, the 
first week of March has cheered us up a lot. 

First, a ruling came down that the state of 
Alaska has no obvious compelling reason to 
regulate marriage partners’ genders, so the 
state now must meet a very tough legal stan¬ 
dard to justify restricting marriage to oppo¬ 
site-sex couples. It is a promising step, and a 
boost to everyone hoping for a fair ruling on 
same-sex marriage in Hawaii. Not that we 
think marriage is the best option for all gay 
couples — which is reflective of our feelings 
about heterosexual couples, too, by the way — 
but we do look forward to laws that provide 
some protection to long-term partners. 

Domestic partner laws, while better than 
nothing, are not as good as marriage laws in 
matters like ensuring succession of proper¬ 
ty, visitation rights, and tax benefits. There 
is no reason we gay and lesbian Americans 
should have to permanently resign our¬ 
selves to the second-class status of domestic 
partnerships — even as we are aware it’s 
preferable to the third-class status we had 
before those laws went into effect. 

The next great court ruling came from 
New Jersey, where the Boy Scouts lost a 
round in their attempts to discriminate. 
Since the ruling was handed down, scout of¬ 
ficials there and in some other states have 
vowed to continue their anti-gay bigotry. 
They seem utterly unaware of the ironies in¬ 
volved: that they profess to build character 
when what they really do is foment discord; 
that they consider themselves “role models,” 
when all they are really modeling is the 


forward 

anachronistic fashions of centuries-old ha¬ 
treds and misunderstandings; and that it is 
patently un-Christian to pick and choose 
between children — selecting those who will 
be eligible for the benefits of companion¬ 
ship, camaraderie, and survival/self¬ 
sufficiency skills — based on some¬ 
thing as ridiculous as sexual ori¬ 
entation. It is particularly 
heinous when the most recent 
study shows violence is a worse 
problem for gay kids than ever. 

Speaking of sexual orientation (aren’t 
we always?), that came a step closer to 
being conclusively pegged as a 
completely natural prenatal 
phenomenon, in yet another 
interesting and somewhat sur¬ 
prising turn of events this week. 

The Texas study revealing that lesbians 
have different ears than heterosexual 
women is^timulating, and not only for peo¬ 
ple who are excited by ears more than the 
rest of us. The news might, ultimately, force 
some heterosexuals to use their (ordinary) 
ears to hear this: homosexuality is not a 
“choice” or “lifestyle,” but simply a reflec¬ 
tion that life on this planet was created with 
more diversity than previously accepted. 

One person who would do well to re¬ 
member that is Attorney General Dan Lun- 
gren, the Republican party candidate for 
governor. 

Lungren is dividing his time these days 
between delivering messianic speeches to 
his choir of right-wing control freaks and 
trying to shut down the cannabis clubs pro¬ 
viding medicine to sick people throughout 
the state. He has already proven himself a 
dedicated foe of queer equality, having filed 


“friend of the court” briefs against same-sex 
marriage and in favor of Coloradans’ pre¬ 
rogative to treat gays and lesbians like shit: 
to fire them, evict them, and prevent them 
from seeking redress from their elected rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Last week the Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation concluded an investiga¬ 
tion into events at California’s Corco¬ 
ran Prison, culminating with charges 
that guards viciously set up adversar¬ 
ial prisoners in human blood sport 
matches. The FBI concluded that 
( guards, when bored, instigated and 
bet on fights between the in¬ 
mates — and when one match 
got too seriojus for them to 
easily regain control, shot a 
prisoner. Dead. Right through the head. 

What does this have to do with Dan Lun¬ 
gren? Only that Lungren’s office had previ¬ 
ously investigated the allegations but didn’t 
come up with the determination that the 
guards had acted improperly. It remains to 
be seen whether the attorney general’s office 
was simply sloppy or engaged in a cover-up, 
but it’s cause for concern either way. 

If Lungren is incompetent, the state does 
not need him as governor; if he is dishonest, 
we don’t want him. In any case, he seems to 
be incapable of allocating his time and re¬ 
sources wisely: it is abominable that pot 
dealing gets his highest priority when cold¬ 
blooded murder goes unpunished. 

Before he launches into his next family 
values sermon — uh, campaign speech — 
it might behoove him to study the Bible he 
pretends to follow, and brush up on that 
part where the Ten Commandments strict¬ 
ly prohibit killing people. ▼

n 1996, AIDS Benefits Counselors 

merged its 11 years of experience in 
I! benefits counseling and advocacy with 
Positive Resource’s six years of experience 
in employment services for people with 
AIDS/HIV. The ABC Positive Resource 
Center, as the integrated program is now 
known, serves over 2,500 people a year. It is 
from this vantage point that we call to your 
attention items that were overlooked in the 
Preliminary Report and in the oral presen¬ 
tations from the Workplace Entry and Re- 
Entry Subcommittee at the AIDS Summit. 

1. Many barriers exist that keep people 
with AIDS/HIV from returning to the 
workplace in large numbers, such as: 

• The risk of losing eligibility for income 
benefits and access to healthcare should an 
attempt to sustain employment fail (see also 
Summit Report, pp. 79-81); 

• Physical limitations such as fatigue, 
pain in extremities, and eating patterns ne¬ 
cessitated by complicated drug therapy reg¬ 
imens; 

• Emotional and psychological stress and 
depression that many disabled people expe¬ 
rience at every stage of the “return to work” 
process; 

• The length of time needed to properly 
address the issues of returning to work 
(many now need one year to successfully 
proceed from disability to permanent em¬ 
ployment); 

• Need for job skills development for 
people out of the workforce for extended 
periods of time — especially for those who 
choose not to return to their previous line 
of work (and only 15% now choose to re¬ 
turn to their previous position); 

• Insufficient resources for career coun¬ 
seling to help expand personal options and 
develop new work goals; 

• Inadequate access to computer training 
provided by and for people with HIV 
(ABC-PR Center currently has 200 clients 
waiting to enter our computer training pro¬ 
gram). 

2. San Francisco’s people living with 


AIDS/HIV have the right to determine what 
employment services they most need and 
want. 

At the Public Forum held by the Work¬ 
place Entry and Re-Entry Subcommittee, 
the Committee Co-Chair stated that no sur¬ 
vey of people with AIDS/HIV in San Fran¬ 
cisco was conducted prior to the develop¬ 
ment of the recommendations. Apparently, 
no survey of prospective employers was per¬ 
formed, either. Key points to consider are: 

• Based on our experience, individ¬ 
uals who desire to re-enter the work¬ 
place require a wide range of sup¬ 
port and services tailored to their 
individual needs. The re-entry 
process is gradual and requires 
flexibility at every step. 

• People with AIDS/HIV are re¬ 
luctant to seek employ¬ 
ment services through 
city agencies when they 
fear loss of financial ben¬ 
efits from other government departments. 

• Employment services from a city 
agency must be culturally appropriate and 
sensitive to the unique needs of people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS. 

• Clients will not seek employment with¬ 
out better guarantees to protect their finan¬ 
cial well-being and access to healthcare. 

• Employers will be reluctant to offer 
through a city agency a wide range of jobs 
(especially those requiring mid to high-skill 
levels) and which are suitable to the specif¬ 
ic needs of individuals returning to the 
workforce. 

3. San Francisco’s people living with 
AIDS/HIV have the right to choose where 
they will access employment services. 

We welcome City involvement through 
the new Employment Development Unit in 
the areas of coordination, planning, fund¬ 
ing, and evaluation. However, we are cau¬ 
tious in endorsing the delivery of employ¬ 
ment services through a new unit yet to be 
designed or created if it replaces proven and 
successful services now in place which are 
community based and community sup¬ 
ported. We hope the Mayor will renew his 
commitment to the continuation of the ser¬ 
vices provided by the ABC Positive Re¬ 
source Center which have been funded by 


the Mayor’s Office of Community Develop¬ 
ment for the past four years. 

Twice in the past nine months, Mayor 
Brown has generously written in support of 
a grant proposal submitted by ABC to the 
Department of Education Rehabilitation 
Services Administration. The direct services 
program of the new Employment Develop¬ 
ment Unit that is suggested in the Summit 
Report is identical to the program that this 
$245,000 annual grant will fund. Therefore, 
community effort underway and already 
supported by Mayor Brown will be dupli¬ 
cated. In the Mayor’s own words from his 
letter of December 15,1997: 

“I encourage your considera¬ 
tion of the grant proposal recently 
I submitted by AIDS Benefits 
Counselors for expansion of its 
Positive Resource program 
— the Bay Area's principal 
resource for job counseling, 
training and placement 
services for people with HIV/AIDS since 1992 
— in collaboration with the State of Califor¬ 
nia Department of Rehabilitation and Jewish 
Vocational Services. This innovative partner¬ 
ship, which has the support of San Francisco’s 
AIDS Office and the Mayor’s Office of Com¬ 
munity Development, needs Federal financial 
support to meet a critical emerging need and 
great opportunity for people with HIV/AIDS. 
... Positive Resource is becoming a critical link 
in the network of public and private sector ser¬ 
vices for San Franciscans in this epidemic. I 
encourage your support of this grant proposal 
so that people with HIV/AIDS have access to 
the services they need to return to productive 
employment.” 

This proposal was also supported by 
Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi, CA De¬ 
partment of Rehabilitation District Ad¬ 
ministrator Lucianna Profaca, Department 
of Public Health’s Assistant Director Norm 
Nickens and then-Director of the Mayor’s 
Office of Community Development 
Priscilla Watts. We encourage the Mayor to 
follow his previous recommendations and 
immediately direct funding to the com¬ 
munity based employment services which 
are currently serving the needs of people 
living with HIV/AIDS in the City of San 
Francisco. ▼

Those who defend high salaries to nonprofit exec¬ 
utives argue the salaries are necessary to prevent these 
people from shifting to the private sector, where they 
could earn more. What they fail to note is that clerks, 
administrative assistants, case counselors, and other 
non-executive employees of nonprofits could also 
earn more in the private sector. Nonetheless, we’re 
supposed to believe it’s a sacrifice for the former group 
to continue in nonprofit work’but not for the latter. 

Yet it seems fairly obvious that a person who 
chooses to do nonprofit work for $25,000 a year 
rather than for-profit work at $40,000 is making a far 
greater sacrifice than someone earning $150,000 a 
year rather than $250,000.

extremely well — better than 99 percent 
of the people in the world.

Anyone who 
can’t be satisfied with $150,000 a year 
has a real problem. It’s not more money these people 
need, it’s a few lessons in gratitude and humility.

That group 
formed an accountability project that has focused ...

The statement is accurate if one substitutes “ACT 
UP/Golden Gate” for the “Milk Club’s HIV caucus.” 
ACT UP/Golden Gate initiated the accountability 
project and has been the driving force behind re¬ 
searching and developing sunshine legislation. For 
many months, the Milk Club has been working with 
ACT UP/Golden Gate and Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
on this issue. The Milk Club established an HIV cau¬ 
cus in November to specifically deal with this and 
other HIV/AIDS issues. 

We continue to work together as members of the 
nonprofit accountability task force led by Supervisor 
Ammiano that also includes interested nonprofit 
leaders and members of the City’s Sunshine Task 
Force. Areas of consensus have emerged and hope¬ 
fully we can develop legislation everyone can support.

Let them wear masks! 

Have the health advocates prohibited the opera¬ 
tions of automotive repair shops where employees in¬ 
hale rampant toxic fumes. No! Have they prohibited 
the operations of coal mines where employees are al¬ 
most sure to risk black lung disease? No! Have the 

health advocates prohibited the sale of “dry clean 
only” clothing because the business of dry 
cleaning requires employees to be exposed 
to and inhale dangerous chemicals? No! In 
these cases and much more, employees 
are permitted to assume the risks of their 
work environments. Have the health ad¬ 
vocates fought for emission control de¬ 
vices on government and commercial 
vehicles such as the bus, train, plane, jet, 
boat, ship, truck, etc. as they have on pri¬ 
vately owned vehicles, because although they com¬ 
prise only 11 percent of the vehicles within the San 
Francisco Bay Area and they cause over 70 percent of 
the air pollution here for all of us to inhale? No! 

The premise behind California’s new statewide 
law, effective January 1, 1998, is to provide a healthy 
work environment for those who are employed in 
nightclubs and bars — two environments historical¬ 
ly known as “smoke-filled” and clearly appreciated by 
countless poems, movies, love stories, paintings, pho¬ 
tographs, and songs. 

When considering the numerous choices of 
smoke-free work environments available to employ¬ 
ees and smoke-free establishments for patrons, every¬ 
where but nightclubs and bars prior to the passage of 
this new law (such as restaurants, concert halls, and 
theaters), and weighing that against requiring alcohol 
drinkers to leave their cocktails indoors and stand 
outside of bars and nightclubs during evening hours 
exposed to various elements such as wind, cold, rain, 
snow, street crime, beggars, etc., to smoke tobacco, is 
more than an inconvenience, it is a direct imposition 
on the smokers’ freedom, safety, and civil rights. 

As a smoker who enjoys having cocktails while so¬ 
cially interacting with others, I resent this imposition. 
And I resent being restricted to only being able to 
drink alcohol while smoking tobacco at home for lack 
of any indoor public place where smoking is permit¬ 
ted because I do not drink alcohol alone, should not 
be forced or expected to do so, and with the cost of 
housing in San Francisco, live in an apartment too 
small for entertaining. Perhaps tobacco smokers are a 
minority, but does that give the majority the right to 
bully and push us around — as so many of us feel?

Nowhere in the gay community are gay men more 
united to one another than in the Brotherhood of 
Delta Lambda Phi National Social Fraternity.

ast weeks column, “The 
Devil and Daniel Lun- 
' gren,” generated a lot of 
heat, most of which was blasted in 
my direction. One reader, who 
wrote a long, none-too-nice letter, 
followed up by a blistering phone 
call, believes that I am “all wet” 
and that Mr. Lungren “most cer¬ 
tainly has no intention of inject¬ 
ing religion into the running of 
the state government were he to 
be elected in November.”

Certainly, the names of several 
politicians come to mind. 

As for Dan Lungren, however, 
it was the Republican gubernato¬ 
rial wannabe himself who opened 
the evangelical/political dialogue 
during his campaign kickoff a 
couple of weeks ago. He told re¬ 
porters that separation of church 
and state need not mean “separa¬ 
tion of public debate and re¬ 
ligious values.” He fur¬ 
ther commented that “if 
we are to be a successful 
people, we have to be a 
religious p eopl e as 
well.” 

A practicing 
Roman Catholic, 

Mr. Lungren’s 
opposition to 
abortion and 
gay rights and 

support for school prayer are his 
own business, but when he tries to 
shove his personal beliefs down 
the throat of the California elec¬ 
torate, then he’s crossed the “sep¬ 
aration” line. The attorney gener¬ 
al claims that he would like to re¬ 
turn to the days when life was safe 
and simple. One assumes that he, 
as governor, would want every 
child in the state to feel the sense 
of security and community that 
he felt as a child. 

Nothing wrong, I guess, with 
that. However, when Lungren 
talks of yearning for the Califor¬ 
nia of his youth, I agree with Al 
Checchi, another candidate for 
governor, who stated tha^“he 
[Lungren] is harkening back to a 
mode of society that worked for 
him — and maybe it worked for a 
lot of us — but it’s not the reality 
that we’re currently facing. We 
don’t live in the ’50s anymore.” 

No kidding. I also feel com¬ 
pelled to point out that the AG’s 
“Happy Days” weren’t so great for 
a lot of people in this country — 
like blacks, women, gays, Asians, 
Latinos, etc. 

When Dan Lungren says that 
his campaign for governor would 
be an effort to “revive religious 
values,” voters have the right to 
ask, “ Whose religious values? 
Which ones?” Lungren’s notion of 
making religious values a part of 
public policy is something that 
should make all of us, regardless 
of our own individual beliefs, 
highly uncomfortable and suspi¬ 
cious. 

Certainly, I would agree with 
Dan Lungren that there should be 
more morality in government (if 
that, indeed, is what he truly 
meant). However, as Mr. Checchi 
also pointed out this week: “We 
have a tradition of separating 
church and state in this country 
that has served us well, particular¬ 
ly as we are such a diverse society.” 
More morality doesn’t translate 
— in my book, anyway — to a

fresh infusion of fire and brim¬ 
stone. 

For the record, Checchi, also a 
Catholic, says that his own sense 
of public morality leads him to 
support Roe vs. Wade, although he 
also supports requiring parental 
consent before a minor 
can obtain an abor¬ 
tion. Gubernatorial 
hopefuls Jane Har- 
, man and Gray Davis 
are both pro-choice 
and oppose requiring 
parental consent. 
Finally, despite the 
various scribes 
who felt com¬ 
pelled to put 
poison pen to 
paper last week, I have to believe 
that when California voters — 
Republicans and Democrats alike 
— become more acquainted with 
Lungren’s approach of solving all 
problems with large doses of reli-* 
gion and morality (the castor oil 
method!), they’ll back away from 
him. In the process, the Republi¬ 
can Party could very well lose the 
gubernatorial election to any of 
the Democrats now in the race.

My choice for the next presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Supes? That 
one’s a no-brainer. Tom Ammi- 
ano is the most independent 
member of that august group — 
perhaps the only one who doesn’t 
jump every time the Mayor’s Of¬ 
fice calls. 

Beltway pundits claim that it is 
a foregone conclusion that House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich will re¬ 
sign his House leadership post 
next January to seek the GOP 
presidential nomination. A cer¬ 
tain longtime lesbian activist tells 
me that Newt’s sister, Candace 
Gingrich, is privately telling 
friends that “Newt’s going to run.” 

Senator Dianne Feinstein 
and husband Richard Blum will 
host a cocktail reception at their 
home to help re-elect Municipal

Assemblyperson Carole 
Migden will kick off her re-elec¬ 
tion campaign with a fundraising 
party on Thursday, March 26, 5- 
6:30 p.m., Tin Pan Restaurant 
(2251 Market), $100 andup, 252- 
9998 for information. Migden is 
recognized by politicos in both 
parties as one of the most effective 
legislators in Sacramento. 

Bill Clinton’s appearance at a 
Los Angeles fundraiser for Sena¬ 
tor Barbara Boxer’s reelection 
campaign — with celebs like 
Ellen DeGeneres, Whoopi 
Goldberg, Rod McKuen, and 
Robin Williams in attendance — 
raised a nifty half million bucks 
Saturday. Incidentally, the Boxer 
campaign has very attractive 
“Boxer Shorts” for sale for $15 to 
benefit the cause. 

Meanwhile, GOP insiders say 
that Matt Fong’s try for Boxer’s 
senate seat is in real trouble. 
Fong’s campaign director, Elaine 
Franklin, left the camp last week, 
and recent polls show San Diego 
millionaire Darrell Issa, who has 
spent over $6 million for televi¬ 
sion ads so far, in a dead heat with 
Fong for the GOP nomination.

Democratic gubernatorial 
hopeful Al Checchi, who’s also 
spending millions on TV at¬ 
tempting to become governor, 
was speaking to the San Jose Ro¬ 
tary Club last week when he got a 
little egg on his face. During a 
spirited Q8cA, one member asked, 
apparently straight-faced, 
whether in light of the $8 million 
or so Checchi had already spent, 
state authorities should simply re¬ 
place the open primary with an 
auction.

May 2. The mayor said he was 
worried about setting a precedent 
for skinheads and “other undesir¬ 
able groups!” 

Finally, Gayvote, the “voice” of 
the Milk Democratic Club, reports 
that its executive board “encour¬ 
ages” club members to support 
Cannabis King Dennis Peron in 
his bid for the Republican guber¬ 
natorial nomination. Only in San 
Francisco! ▼

Ah, but this is the stuff 
of Darwin Awards! 

1st Runner-up: Tony Roberts, 
25, lost his right eye during an ini¬ 
tiation into a “mountain men’s” 
rafting club in ...

I n a shocking turn of events, the 

February 27 edition of the 

Arkansas Democrat-Gazettes 
“Police beat” column has pub¬ 
lished the names of four more 
men arrested in relation to police 
raids of men seeking sex with 
other men in public parks. This 
comes only weeks after a man 
committed suicide because the 
Arkansas Democrat-Gazette pub¬ 
lished his name in a similar ar¬ 
rest (see GLAADAlerts Feb. 6 
and Feb. 20). 

The newspaper’s execu¬ 
tive editor, Griffin 
Smith, Jr., responded 
to a February 12 letter 
from local representa¬ 
tives of GLAAD, ACLU 
of Arkansas, the 
Women’s Project, P- 
FLAG, and the Metro¬ 
politan Community 
Church by saying, 
“Publication of such items is 
governed by our news policy ... 
We believe our policy is logical, 
consistent, [and] proper. We do 
not contemplate any change.” 

GLAAD Executive Director 
Joan M. Garry requested a meet¬ 
ing in a February 27 letter to the 
Arkansas Democrat-Gazette, and 
explained the clear double stan¬ 
dard in a policy allowing the 
printing of the names of these 
men while not men arrested for 
solicitation of female prostitutes. 
She also emphasized the societal 
force of the closet which leads 
many men to feel they can only 
express their sexual orientation 
through anonymous sexual en¬ 
counters. Finally, she wrote, “The 
suicide note left by the man to his 
male partner of 31 years reads, 
l My name and everything is in 
the paper this morning ... Good¬ 
bye. I love you.’ Whether or not 
you believe your newspaper 
holds any ethical responsibility in 
the suicide, you cannot ignore 
the direct connection between 
his death and the printing of his 
name in your newspaper. It was 
not the alleged act nor the arrest 
which drove him to such extreme 
measures: It was the very public 
media exposure of his sexual ori¬ 
entation and arrest.” 

She added, “GLAAD calls 
upon you to act responsibly and, 
in seeking out the most news¬ 
worthy and socially valuable 
story, address the issue in its full 
context. Full disclosure does not 
mean printing names and ad¬ 
dress of those arrested. It means 
telling the whole story of why the 
men gather in the first place.” 

Urge the Arkansas Democrat- 
Gazette to immediately change its 
clearly biased policy surrounding 
misdemeanor sex crimes, to ad¬ 
dress its role in the suicide of a 
man, and to be more socially re¬ 
sponsible, ethical and humane in 
their assessment of “newsworthi¬ 
ness.”

World’s Scariest Police 
chase down transpeople 

On February 17, FOX target¬ 
ed transpeople in World's Scariest 



Police Chases, another “reality- 
based” police program. 

“They could be high, they 
could be insane, they could be 
both,” the voice-over says. “These 
suspects are so dangerous, so 
reckless, and so weird that they 
make these chases unforgettable.” 

During the “so weird” sec¬ 
tion, the program shows police 
forcing at gunpoint a transgen- 
dered person from a truck. Then 
two separate clips are shown 
where either cross-dressing 
men, drag queens, or transgen¬ 
der women (the show does not 
make this distinction) are en- 
ged in high-speed chases. 
In the first, the voice-over 
identifies the suspect as 
a “local football coach, 
well-known and well- 
liked.” When the per¬ 
son is caught, the 
voice-over asks, “But 
why did he run, and 
why didn’t the officer 
recognize him?” He 
snidely states that, “He 
was wearing a wig and 
women’s clothing.” 

Between segments, a police 
officer explains that safety is the 
number-one concern, and that 
they want people to be stopped, 
not humiliated. But the next ar¬ 
restee tells a different story. While 
being chased, the driver calls 911 
and explains, “Brand-new dress 
on, that’s what I got. Now they’ll 
see me all dressed up, and want 
to parade me around in front of 
everybody in jail.” The arrestee 
says he will stop when “I get my 
make-up off,” and then adds, “I 
hope this won’t make the news.” 
When the driver is arrested, the 
camera fixes on his legs in hose, 
noting that “an officer can’t help 
but smile.” 

By prefacing the segment by 
calling the transpeople “weird,” 
and lumping that in with being 
“high ... insane ... or both,” FOX 
sets viewers up to consider trans¬ 
people “freakish.” The voice-over 
confirms this bias against trans- 
gendered people in its attitude 
toward the wig and dress of the 
first driver. The second driver has 
a valid concern of humiliation 
after arrest by police officers, 
who unfortunately have a long 
history of insensitivity and even 
outright violence towards les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen- 
dered people. But this is dis¬ 
missed by the officer stating that 
police do not want to “humiliate” 
suspects. Instead of giving any 
context to the driver’s fear, the 
structure of the show makes the 
person appear irrational and 
“weird.” 

Let FOX know that this kind 
of side-show treatment of trans¬ 
gender people is unacceptable.

Gay man wins in 
New Jersey Scout case

I t’s now okay to be gay and be a 
Boy Scout in New Jersey. 

An appeals court ruled 
Monday, March 2 that James 
Dale, who was dismissed from his 
assistant scoutmaster position in 
1990 when he revealed he was gay, 
was the victim of discrimination, 
and is eligible for monetary dam¬ 
ages and reinstatement. 

Officials of the Boy Scouts of 
America say they will appeal the de¬ 
cision to the state’s Supreme Court. 
Boy Scouts attorney Greg 


Shields says Dale was not a suit¬ 
able leader. “A homosexual is not 
a role model for the values that 
are taught by the Boy Scouts of 
America,” he said. “We do not 
offer leadership or membership to 
avowed homosexuals.” 

Ed Martone, executive director 
of New Jersey’s American Civil 
Liberties Union applauds the rul¬ 
ing. He said, “This is going to send 
a public education message out to 
employers and landlords that 
among the many categories in 
which they cannot discriminate, 
sexual orientation is among 
them.” ▼

Clinton backs Hormel 
nomination in SF speech

resident Bill Clinton came 

■? to San Francisco Wednes- 
II day, February 25 to rail 
against the cynicism in Washing¬ 
ton politics and voice his support 
for a gay nominee to an ambas¬ 
sadorial post. 

Clinton took the opportunity to 
challenge the Republican-led Sen¬ 
ate to act on his nomination last 
October of San Francisco native 
James Hormel to be ambassador to 
Luxembourg. In recent weeks GOP 
lawmakers have stepped up their 
criticism of Hormel, ostensibly 
based on his record of Democratic 
campaign donations but widely be¬ 
lieved to be linked to his declared 
homosexuality. 

After Clinton received thanks 
from Congresswoman Nancy 
Pelosi for “sticking with” the 
Hormel meatpacking fortune heir, 
Clinton declared to cheers that the 
Senate should act on the basis of 


one question: “Will he or will he 
not be a good ambassador?” 

So far, U.S. Senate Majority 
Leader Trent Lott has said three 
Republican lawmakers — Sena¬ 
tors James Inhofe, Tim Hutchin¬ 
son, and Robert Smith — plus an 
unspecified number of anony¬ 
mous senators, have put “holds” 
on Hormel’s nomination. Al¬ 
though that does not preclude his 
eventually getting the post, it does 
mean that it will probably come 
with a fight. 

Clinton also used his speech at 
the event, a fundraiser for Califor¬ 
nia Democrats Mike Thompson 
and Lois Capps, to marvel at 
Pelosi’s ability to retain her opti¬ 
mism through her years in Wash¬ 
ington. The president said, “Anyone 
who can work there as long as she 
has and never lose their ideology is 
a truly remarkable public servant.” 

Referring to Thompson, who 
would give up his job in the state 
Senate in Sacramento, Clinton 
said he would be leaving “a more 


congenial lifestyle.” And in prais¬ 
ing Capps, seeking to replace her 
late husband Walter in Congress, 
Clinton called the couple em¬ 
blematic of those with “more con¬ 
cern about people and less con¬ 
cern about power.” 

Following the $l,000-per-per- 
son reception at the Fairmont 
Hotel, Clinton joined some 40 
guests for a $10,000-per-couple 
dinner at the San Francisco home 
of Hambrecht & Quist investment 
firm founder Bill Hambrecht. To¬ 
gether the two events were expected 
to raise about $500,000 for the De¬ 
mocratic party and its candidates. 

Clinton was dogged at both 
events by groups of several dozen 
protesters angered by his threats to 
order military strikes against Iraq 
if it does not cooperate fully with 
U.N. weapons inspectors. Those at 
the first event waved signs and 
chanted, “No blood for oil,” while 
those at the second preferred 
“Clinton, Clinton, you can’t hide, 
we charge you with genocide.” ▼ 


Gay marriage wins in Alaska

| ay marriage got a big boost 
5 Friday, February 27 when an 
( v s Alaska judge effectively 
ruled that state legislation banning 
same-sex marriage is unconstitu¬ 
tional. While legal proceedings 
and appeals may drag on for years, 
the principle seems likely to stand. 

Jay Brause and Gene Dugan 
were married 18 years ago in a 
small religious ceremony attend¬ 
ed by family and friends. In 1995 
they sought state recognition 
through a marriage license but 
were turned down. That is when 
they initiated this lawsuit. The 
state legislature reacted by passing 

• a law banning same-sex marriage. 

“Marriage, i.e. the recognition 
of one’s choice of a life partner, is a 
fundamental right,” wrote superi¬ 
or court judge Peter A. Michalski 
in his decision. “The state must 
therefore have a compelling inter¬ 
est that supports its decision to 
refuse to recognize the exercise of 
this fundamental right by those 
who choose same-sex partners 
rather than opposite-sex partners.” 
“It is the definition of marriage 


itself which the court must test.” 

Michalski rejected tradition 
saying, “In some parts of our na¬ 
tion mere acceptance of the famil¬ 
iar would have left segregation in 
place.” 

He laid out the argument with 
stunning clarity. “The relevant 
question is not whether same-sex 
marriage is so rooted in our tradi¬ 
tions that it is a fundamental 
right, but whether the freedom to 
choose one’s own life partner is so 
rooted in our tradition. 

“It is the decision itself that is 
fundamental, whether the deci¬ 
sion results in a traditional choice 
or the nontraditional choice 
Brause and Dugan seek to have 
recognized. The same constitu¬ 
tion protects both.” 

Michalski said that any state 
law violating these rights must be 
subject to “strict scrutiny.” It is vir¬ 
tually impossible to meet those 
standards the way that term has 
been interpreted by both state and 
federal courts. The state has vowed 
to appeal this summary judgment 
to the Alaska Supreme Court. 
Most observers believe the appeal 
holds little chance of success. 

Evan Wolfson, who heads up 


the Marriage Project at the Lamb¬ 
da Legal Defense and Education 
Fund, said Lambda has long 
viewed Alaska as “a promising 
state because of the strong protec¬ 
tions in the state constitution.” 
The group had initial and ongo¬ 
ing discussion with the plaintiffs, 
but disagreed on timing and so 
did not join the case. 

He called the decision 
“thrilling,” and said, “It reinforces 
the fact that this is a national civil 
rights movement that more and 
more people, given the chance to 
talk and think about our freedom 
to marry, will support.” 

He thinks it sends “a very pos¬ 
itive message to the Hawaii 
Supreme Court that they are not 
alone” in positively deciding the 
marriage rights of lesbians and 
gays. A final ruling from that body 
is expected soon. 

But Wolfson cautions that the 
community cannot simply rely 
upon the courts. “Our job is to 
take these very simple truths and 
go out and talk with people, and 
give them a chance to get used to 
the truth. But if we don’t go out 
and talk, they don’t have an op¬ 
portunity to hear it.” T

Physicians rated these symptoms as mild-to-moderate, and in most cases they 
will subside with continued treatment. Hyperglycemia may occur in HIV-infected 
individuals due to a variety of reasons. SEROSTIM use was associated with a min¬ 
imal increase of mean blood glucose concentration. Also, SEROSTIM must be 
used along with anti-HIV drug therapy. Data related to interactions between 
SEROSTIM and anti-HIV treatments are not yet available.

BRIEF SUMMARY. SEE FULL PRESCRIBING INFORMATION BEFORE PRESCRIBING. 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: Serostim® [somatropin (rDNA origin) for injection] is indicated for the treatment of AIDS wast¬ 
ing or cachexia. This indication is based on analyses of surrogate endpoints in studies of up to 12 weeks in duration. 
Concomitant anti-viral therapy is necessary (see PRECAUTIONS: General) . The continued use of Serostim treatment should be 
reevaluated in patients who continue to lose weight in the first two weeks of treatment. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS: Serostim is contraindicated in patients with a known hypersensitivity to growth hormone. 
PRECAUTIONS: General : Serostim therapy should be carried out under the regular guidance of a physician who is experi¬ 
enced in the diagnosis and management of AIDS. Inadequate nutritional intake, malabsorption and hypogonadism, which are com¬ 
mon in individuals with AIDS and which may contribute to catabolism and weight loss, should also be monitored and treated. 

HIV and Growth Hormone Considerations: In some experimental systems, recombinant human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been 
shown to potentiate HIV replication in vitro at concentrations ranging from 50-250 ng/ml. There was no increase in vims production when 
the antiretroviral agents, zidovudine, didanosine or lamivudine were added to the culture medium. Additional in vitro studies have shown 
that r-hGH does not interfere with the antiviral activity of zalcitabine or stavudine. In the controlled clinical trials, no significant growth hor¬ 
mone-associated increase in viral burden was observed. However, the protocol required all participants to be on concomitant nucleoside 
analogue therapy for the duration of the study. In view of the potential for acceleration of vims replication, it is recommended that HIV+ 
patients be maintained on nucleoside analogue therapy for the duration of Serostim treatment. 

Increased tissue turgor (swelling, particularly in the hands and feet) and musculoskeletal discomfort (pain, swelling and/or stiff¬ 
ness) may occur during treatment with Serostim, but may resolve spontaneously, with analgesic therapy, or after reducing the 
frequency of dosing (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Carpal tunnel syndrome may occur during treatment with Serostim. If the symptoms of carpal tunnel syndrome do not resolve 
by decreasing the weekly number of doses of Serostim, it is recommended that treatment be discontinued. 

Patients should be informed that allergic reactions are possible and that prompt medical attention should be sought if an aller¬ 
gic reaction occurs. None of the 188 study participants with AIDS wasting who were evaluable for antibody assessments and 
who were treated with Serostim for the first time developed detectable antibodies to growth hormone (> 4 pg binding). Patients 
were not rechallenged. 

Recombinant Human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been associated with acute pancreatitis. 

Hyperglycemia may occur in HIV-infected individuals due to a variety of reasons. Serostim use was associated with a minimal 
increase of mean blood glucose concentration. Patients with other risk factors for glucose intolerance should be monitored 
closely during Serostim therapy. 

No cases of intracranial hypertension (IH) have been observed among patients with AIDS wasting treated with Serostim. The syn¬ 
drome of IH, with papilledema, visual changes, headache, and nausea and/or vomiting has been reported in a small number of 
children with growth failure treated with growth hormone products. Nevertheless, funduscopic evaluation of patients is recom¬ 
mended at the initiation and periodically during the course of Serostim therapy. 

Kaposi’s sarcoma, lymphoma, and other malignancies are common in HIV+ individuals. There was no increase in the incidence 
of Kaposi’s sarcoma, lymphoma, or in the progression of cutaneous Kaposi’s sarcoma in clinical studies of Serostim. Patients 
with internal KS lesions were excluded from the studies. Potential effects on other malignancies are unknown. 

Information For Patients : Patients being treated with Serostim should be informed of the potential benefits and risks associat¬ 
ed with treatment. Patients should be instructed to contact their physician should they experience any side effects or discom¬ 
fort during treatment with Serostim. It is recommended that Serostim be administered using sterile, disposable syringes and. 
needles. Patients should be thoroughly instructed in the importance of proper disposal and cautioned against any reuse of nee¬ 
dles and syringes. An appropriate container for the disposal of used syringes and needles should be employed. Patients should 
be instructed to rotate injection sites to avoid lipodystrophy. 

Drug Interactions : Formal in vitro drug interaction studies have not been conducted. No data are available on drug interac¬ 
tions between Serostim and HIV protease inhibitors or the non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis. Impairment of Fertility : Long-term animal studies for carcinogenicity have not been performed 
with Serostim. There is no evidence from animal studies to date of Serostim-induced mutagenicity or impairment of fertility. 
Pregnancy : Pregnancy Category B. Reproduction studies have been performed in rats and rabbits. Doses up to 5 to 10 times 
the human dose, based on body surface area, have revealed no evidence of impaired fertility or harm to the fetus due to 
Serostim. There are, however, no adequate and well controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction stud¬ 
ies are not always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Women : It is not known whether Serostim is excreted in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human milk, 
caution should be exercised when Serostim is administered to a nursing woman. 

Pediatric Use : Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients with AIDS h&e not been established. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: In two placebo-controlled clinical trials in which 205 patients were treated with Serostim the most 
common adverse reactions judged to be associated with Serostim were musculoskeletal discomfort and increased tissue tur¬ 
gor (swelling, particularly of the hands or feet) (see PRECAUTIONS: General) . These symptoms were generally rated by inves¬ 
tigators as mild to moderate in severity and usually subsided with continued treatment. Discontinuations as a result of these 
events were rare. 


Because of the diverse clinical manifestations of AIDS, and the frequent occurrence of adverse events associated with underly¬ 
ing disease process, it was often difficult to distinguish adverse events possibly associated with the administration of Serostim 
from underlying signs or symptoms of AIDS or associated intercurrent illnesses. 


Clinical adverse events which occurred during the first 12 weeks of study in at least 10% of those who received Serostim dur¬ 
ing the two placebo-controlled trials are listed below by treatment group, without regard to causality assessment. 

Adverse events that occurred in 1% to less than 10% of study participants receiving Serostim in the two placebo-controlled 
clinical efficacy studies are listed below by body system. The list of adverse events has been compiled regardless of causal 
relationship to Serostim. 

Body as a Whole, rigors, flu-like symptoms, back pain, malaise, asthenia, carpal tunnel syndrome (see PRECAUTIONS: 
General) , chest pain, hot flashes, allergic reaction. Gastrointestinal System, oral leukoplakia, flatulence, dyspepsia, dry mouth, 
constipation, ulcerative stomatitis, increased amylase, dysphagia, esophagitis, colitis, pancreatitis, rectal disorder, gastritis, 
tongue ulceration, gingivitis. Musculoskeletal System, muscle weakness. Central and Peripheral Nervous System, dizziness, 
convulsions, hypertonia," neuralgia, tremor, encephalopathy, nystagmus, meningism. Respiratory System, dyspnea, coughing, 
sinusitis, upper respiratory tract infection, pharyngitis, rhinitis, pneumonia, bronchitis, increased sputum, respiratory disorder, 
bronchospasm, pneumonitis, pleurisy. White Blood Cell and Reticuloendothelial System Disorders: cervical lymphadenopathy, 
eosinophilia. Skin and Appendages-, skin disorder, folliculitis, rash, alopecia, photosensitivity reaction, erythematous rash, pru¬ 
ritus, abnormal pigmentation, seborrhea, dermatitis, skin ulceration, acne, skin discoloration, verruca. Psychiatric, depression, 
anxiety, somnolence, nervousness, appetite increased, amnesia, abnormal thinking. Metabolic and Nutritional: hypertriglyc¬ 
eridemia, increased alkaline phosphatase, dehydration, increased creatinine phosphokinase, increased LDH, glycosuria, 
hypokalemia, cachexia, thirst, acidosis. Immune System Dysfunction-, moniliasis, bacterial infection, Pneumocystis carinii 
infection, viral infection, infection, Herpes simplex, sepsis, abscess, fungal infection, Herpes zoster. Urinary System: hematuria, 
urinary tract infection, nocturia. Liver and Biliary System, abnormal hepatic function, hepatomegaly, hepatitis. Vision, retinitis, 
abnormal vision, photophobia. Platelet, Bleeding and Clotting: thrombocytopenia, purpura. Cardiovascular, General: abnormal 
ECG, heart murmur, hypertension, hypotension. Application Site-, injection site pain, injection site reaction. Neoplasms: 
Kaposi’s sarcoma. Male Reproductive: epididymitis, penis disorder, inguinal hernia. Hearing and Vestibular: earache, ear dis¬ 
order, decreasing hearing. Endocrine: gynecomastia, male breast pain. 

The types and incidences of adverse events reported in an open-label, extension trial and in a single, foreign trial, for up to one 
year, were not different from, or greater in frequency, than those observed in the primary, placebo-controlled, clinical trials. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Glucose intolerance can occur with overdosage. Long-term overdosage with growth hormone could result in signs and symp¬ 
toms of acromegaly. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Serostim®[somatropin (rDNA origin) for injection] should be administered subcutaneously daily at bedtime according to the 
following dosage recommendations: 


Weight Range 

Dose* 

>55 kg 

6 mg SC daily 

45-55 kg 

5 mg SC daily 

35-45 kg 

4 mg SC daily 


♦Based on an approximate daily dosage of 0.1 mg/kg. 


In patients who weigh less than 35 kg, Serostim should be administered at a dose of 0.1 mg/kg subcutaneously daily at bedtime. 
Dose reductions for side effects felt to be related to treatment with Serostim, which are unresponsive to symptomatic treatment, 
may be effected by reducing the total daily dose or the number of doses given per week. 

In patients who continue to lose weight at week 2, reevaluate for concurrent opportunistic infections or other clinical events. 
Injection sites should be rotated. 

Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients with AIDS have not been established. 

Each vial of Serostim 5 mg or 6 mg is reconstituted with 1 mL sterile water for injection. To reconstitute Serostim, inject the 
diluent into the vial of Serostim aiming the liquid against the glass vial wall. Swirl the vial with a gentle rotary motion until con¬ 
tents are dissolved completely. The Serostim solution should be clear immediately after reconstitution. DO NOT INJECT 
Serostim if the reconstituted product is cloudy immediately after reconstitution or refrigeration. Occasionally, after refrigeration, 
small colorless particles may be present in the Serostim solution. This is not unusual for proteins like Serostim. 

STABILITY AND STORAGE 

Before reconstitution : Serostim should be stored at room temperature, 59° - 86°F (15° - 30°C). Expiration dates are stated on 
product labels. 

After reconstitution : Use within 24 hours after reconstitution with diluent. The reconstituted solution should be stored under 
refrigerated conditions (36° - 46°F/2° - 8°C). 

Sterile Diluent, 1 mL (Sterile Water for Injection, USP) should be stored at room temperature, 59° - 86°F (15° - 30°C). Avoid 
freezing vials of Serostim and Sterile Diluent.

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Limited scholarships for 
AIDS Update Conference

|p | eople with HIV/AIDS may 
attend the 10th National 
II AIDS Update Conference 
scheduled for March 24-27 in San 
Francisco, as it focuses on the 
changing nature of HIV- and 
AIDS-related care as well as the 
changes the epidemic has 
brought about in healthcare, for 
reduced prices or for free. A 
spokesman for KREBS Conven¬ 
tion Management Services, which 
puts on the annual event, told the 
B.A.R. that regular registration 
fees for PWAs have been reduced 
to $110 per person, from the reg¬ 
ular $290. 

According to Terry Evans with 
KREBS, a “very limited number of 
scholarships” are available for 
people with HIV/AIDS who can¬ 
not afford the $110 and who send 
requests in writing to the compa¬ 
ny. 

The issue of scholarships arose 
just before last year’s event, after 
activists complained there was no 
mention of them in registration 
materials. Like last year, the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council wrote to 
KREBS requesting that it publi¬ 
cize information about scholar¬ 
ships more widely for this year’s 
conference. 

“Our Nation’s Challenge: The 


Next Decade” is the theme for 
this year’s conference, which typ¬ 
ically draws people from across 
the country and provides partici¬ 
pants with an opportunity not 
only to reflect on what has oc¬ 
curred in the past decade, but 
also to discuss and plan for the 
future. The conference’s goal is to 
provide opportunities for dia¬ 
logue between healthcare service 
providers in order to find the best 
means to meet the special chal¬ 
lenges that the epidemic presents. 
The program will include five 
tracks: prevention and education; 
policy and administration; care 
and services; treatment and 
health; and adolescents and 
young people. 

Organizers have also chosen 
to make women a major focus of 
this year’s conference, both by 
increasing the number of ses¬ 
sions addressing the needs of 
women and by including 
“women” as a plenary session 
and intensive workshop subject. 
The intensive workshops take 
place Tuesday, March 24; there is 
an additional registration fee to 
attend. 

The plenary sessions and 90- 
minute workshops, as well as 
other events, will address the fol¬ 
lowing issues: 

• Populations most unaffected by 
the recent advances in treat¬ 
ment methodologies; 


• New research and recent ad¬ 

vances in clinical manage¬ 
ment of PWAs; 

• Effective prevention and educa¬ 

tion options; 

• Early intervention, including 

counseling, testing, and case 
management services; 

• The continuing and emerging 

role of healthcare providers 
in the new era of HIV infec¬ 
tion as a chronic disease; 

• Ethical, legal, administrative, and 

policy issues; 

• Current and ongoing legislative 

proposals and changes in 
healthcare delivery; 

• Questions of access, treatment, 

financing, long-term care, 
and housing for PWAs; 

• Alternative therapies and treat¬ 

ments. 

There will also be a number of 
exhibits at the conference and an 
opening reception. All events take 
place at the Bill Graham Civic Au¬ 
ditorium at 99 Grove Street, off 
the corner of Market and Larkin 
streets. ▼

are usually known to the victim 
and often live in the victim’s 
neighborhood, building, or home. 

“In most serial incidents the 
violence tends to spiral out of 
control and victims are left help¬ 
less as the criminal-justice system 
remains unresponsive,” said Jen¬ 
nifer Rakowski, coordinator of 
CUAV’s Hate Violence Project. 
“These incidents, coupled with 
the failure of law enforcement to 
intervene, have had a chilling ef¬ 
fect on the LGBTH community’s 
ability to feel any sense of safety.” 

Locally, a total of 517 individ¬ 
uals were victimized by queer 
bashers last year, down from 563 
in 1996. The number of reported 
incidents was 402, as compared 
with 415 previously. 

The perpetrators of these 
crimes, while continuing to out¬ 
number their victims, dropped in 
gross numbers from 677 in 1996 
to 651 last year. 

Hate crimes committed 
against transgender persons in the 
city during 1997 most often in¬ 
volved those who have gone from 
male to female. People in that cat¬ 
egory were targeted four-and-a- 
half times more often than fe- 
male-to-males. However, inci¬ 
dents affecting both groups 
dipped slightly. 

Additionally in San Francisco 
last year, queer males were victim¬ 
ized more than twice as often as 
females (311 incidents involved 
men, versus 143 for women); 
white queers were targeted nearly 
five times more often than their 
African-American or Latino 
counterparts; and 37 percent of all 
hate crimes committed resulted in 
serious injuries to the victims. 

While queers between the ages 
of 30-44 continued to be the 
dominant targets of bashers (158 
out of the 517 total fell in that 


range), the number of that gener¬ 
ation bashed was down from the 
previous year’s 188. 

Battered kids 

Meanwhile, the number of 
youths bashed climbed. A total of 
41 persons in the gay youth cate¬ 
gory (17 of them under 18) were 
attacked in 1997, up from 30 in 
1996. Only in the under-22 age 
group did hate crimes show an in¬ 
crease. 

This trend involving San Fran¬ 
cisco youth mirrors a national up¬ 
swing in hate crimes against high- 
school and college age queers. Ac¬ 
cording to the NCAVP, the num¬ 
ber of under-18 victims increased 
10 percent, while those 22 and 
under increased 35 percent. 

Among San Francisco neigh¬ 
borhoods where anti-gay violence 
occurred, the Mission leads with 
50 incidents, followed by the Ten¬ 
derloin (43), SoMa (31), Polk 
Street (25), the Castro (25), the 
Haight (15), and Potrero Hill (11). 
The location of 48 incidents was 
not identified by neighborhood: 

By far the greatest number of 
hate crimes committed in San 
Francisco last year involved in¬ 
timidation and harassment, but 
assaults with a weapon were re¬ 
ported in 47 cases (down from 66 
the previous year). Assaults with¬ 
out a weapon numbered 127. 
Bashers used knives or clubs 25 
times last year to attack queers. 

Seventy queers suffered serious 
injuries as a result of bashings, 
while another 111 queers received 
minor injuries. 

In one encouraging sign, the 
number of sexual assaults and/or 
rapes committed against San 
Francisco queers fell substantially 
in 1997, down to 10 from the 
prior year’s 22. 

While CUAV credits the San 
Francisco Police Department with 
maintaining “a high level of coop¬ 
eration and responsiveness” in the 
face of these disturbing develop¬ 


ments, the report also indicates 
that 42 law-enforcement officers 
perpetrated anti-queer violence. 

Even so, in many cases victims 
found officers responding to 
queer bashings to be courteous, or 
indifferent at worst, while only 
seven victims reported the police 
to be verbally abusive. 

While co-workers, acquain¬ 
tances, friends, family members, 
building tenants, and neighbors 
were identified as the perpetrators 
in 138 incidents, 282 instances in¬ 
volved bashers unknown to the 
victim. In no instance was an ex¬ 
lover reported to have committed 
a hate crime, and only once in the 
case of a lover. 

The great majority (74 per¬ 
cent) of last year’s 651 bashers in 
San Francisco reportedly were 
male, though the gender was un¬ 
known in 81 cases; 113 (about 18 
percent) of the perpetrators were 
juveniles under 18; and whites 
committed nearly a quarter of all 
bashings where the race or eth¬ 
nicity of the attacker was identi¬ 
fied (in most cases, such identity 
remained unknown). African- 
Americans came in second, iden¬ 
tified as the bashers in about 18 
percent of all last year’s cases. 

In its conclusions about the re¬ 
port, the NCAVP noted that 
schools, in particular, “are failing 
to institute effective anti-bias cur¬ 
ricula — if they have any such 
programs at all — and are negli¬ 
gent in their duty to protect their 
students from violence and ha¬ 
rassment.” 

The organization noted that 
schools can play a central role in 
the fight against hate crimes: 
“Teachers and administrators 
have an obligation to keep their 
students safe, including LGBTH 
youth. They can only meet this 
obligation by creating a climate in 
the schools that promotes accep¬ 
tance of people regardless of their 
sexual orientation, gender-identi¬ 
ty, or HIV status.” ▼

Ruling forces Oakland 
to expand DPs to hets

I n response to two filed com¬ 
plaints, State Labor Commis¬ 
sioner Jose Millan has ruled 
that the city of Oakland’s domes¬ 
tic partnership law, which grants 
medical benefits to solely to gay 
and lesbian couples, discriminated 
against domestic opposite-sex 
partners employed by the city. The 
Oakland City Council passed a res¬ 
olution in July 1996 clearing the 
way for qualified partners of city 
employees to become eligible for 
medical benefits. The city has of¬ 
fered vision and dental benefits to 
domestic partners of city workers 
regardless of gender since 1993. 

San Francisco has a similar law, 
but it applies to heterosexual do¬ 
mestic partners as well as same- 
sex couples. However, the East Bay 
city has been fighting off discrim¬ 
ination complaints from hetero¬ 
sexual employees who have do¬ 


mestic partners yet are not eligible 
for the benefits. The labor office is¬ 
sued its first decision last October 
and the city lost its appeal. 

That case involves Mickey Ayy- 
oub, a city engineer since 1990, 
who filed a complaint with the 
state labor commission after 
being denied medical benefits for 
his female domestic partner. Ac¬ 
cording to Rick Rice, deputy di¬ 
rector for communications with 
the labor commissioner’s office, 
Ayyoub and his attorney are cur¬ 
rently in the process of negotiat¬ 
ing some kind of settlement with 
the city of Oakland. 

“Once a settlement has been 
reached the Labor Commissioner 
will determine whether to go for¬ 
ward with the law suit,” Rice said. 

The second and most recent 
complaint filed against the city in¬ 
volves Allen Edwards, a longtime 
Oakland firefighter. The commis¬ 
sioner’s office is still investigating 
Edwards’s claim. 


Oakland City Councilmember 
John Russo, who helped get the 
law passed two years ago, was 
traveling out of state and unavail¬ 
able for comment. The city’s re¬ 
sponse to the complaints and the 
commissioner’s ruling was to file 
an appeal in hopes of keeping the 
current policy in tact, but the 
labor commissioner’s ruling was 
upheld. 

The commissioner’s ruling re¬ 
quires the city to extend their 
benefits program to include het¬ 
erosexual couples registered as 
domestic partners with the city. 
The labor commissioner’s office 
has characterized Oakland’s re¬ 
fusal to change the law as stub¬ 
born, and maintains the city is in 
violation of State Labor Code 
1102.1, which prohibits discrimi¬ 
nation on the basis of sexual ori¬ 
entation in employment. 

If Oakland fails to comply with 
the ruling, the city could be sued 
by the state of California. T 


Brown, Migden to officiate at 
‘Same-sex wedding II’ March 25

I '§ ere come the brides — and 
the grooms, too, for that 
8 ;< matter. Mayor Willie 
Brown and Assemblywoman Ca¬ 
role Migden will once again offi¬ 
ciate a same-sex wedding cere¬ 
mony at City Hall on Wednesday, 
March 25 — exactly two years 
after they presided over the first 
such ceremony in San Francisco. 
Michael Colbruno, deputy direc¬ 
tor of legislative affairs for the 
mayor’s office, said organizers are 
looking for the 10 same-sex cou¬ 
ples in the city who have been to¬ 
gether the longest as the theme 
for this year’s event is celebrating 
long-term commitment. The first 
50 couples to contact the city 
clerk’s office will be married at 
the ceremony. After that, the next 
50 couples will have a wedding 
ceremony, but it won’t be that 
day. 

Couples must register as do¬ 
mestic partners to get married. 
There is a $35 fee for the registra¬ 


tion; additionally there’s a $30 fee 
for the ceremony. Couples who 
are already registered need only 
pay the wedding fee. 

Colbruno said the ceremony 
hopes to boost public support of 
same-sex marriages, which has 
never been very high. “In the two 
years since [the first same-sex 
wedding], support has never gone 
above 38 percent,” Colbruno told 
the B.A.R., adding that there will 
be a special presentation made by 
the mayor and Migden to the 10 
couples who have been together 
the longest. ' 

Prior to the ceremony, there 
will be entertainment and a re¬ 
ception; Colbruno is looking for 


bands and donated items such as 
flowers and food. The ceremony 
will take place in the Green 
Room, on the second floor of the 
temporary city hall, 401 Van Ness 
Avenue. 

The evening ceremony will get 
underway with the reception 
from 5 to 5:30 p.m., followed by 
the ceremony. ▼

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Gays lobby Santa Clara 
County supes to 
overturn DP registry

he South Bay’s gay commu¬ 
nity asked the Santa Clara 
County Board of Supervi¬ 
sors to repeal the county’s domes¬ 
tic partner registry last Tuesday, 
February 25; some activists said it 
was done to avoid a costly ballot 
fought with right-wing extremists 
who had gathered enough signa¬ 
tures to force the voters to decide 
on the registry. The supervisors 
voted 4-1 to rescind the registry, 
which was passed in August 1996 
but had never actually gone into 
effect because a coalition of tax¬ 
payer and religious groups col¬ 
lected 60,000 signatures for the 
ballot measure. 

Wiggsy Siversten, sociology 
professor at San Jose State Uni¬ 
versity and a longtime lesbian ac¬ 
tivist, told the B.A.R. there are too 
many other things for queers in 
the South Bay to spend their time 
— and more importantly, their 
money — on. Siversten also said 
that the registry was a flawed plan 
from the beginning because it was 
proposed by former Supervisor 
Mike Honda during his successful 
campaign for the Assembly. 
Honda beat gay candidate Ken 
Yeager, who had the backing of 
the Bay Area Municipal Elections 
Committee (BAYMEC), co¬ 
founded by Siversten. 

Last week’s meeting was any¬ 
thing but civil, as religious fanat¬ 
ics spewed homophobic com¬ 
ments to the point where Board 
Chairwoman Blanca Alvarado 
called for future community fo¬ 
rums to discuss AIDS and hate 
crimes issues. Supervisor Jim 
Simitian, the lone vote against re¬ 
pealing the registry, said the board 
should tike a stand against intol¬ 
erance. 

“Some members of the gay 
community disagreed with us,” 
Siversten acknowledged, “but I’ve 
never seen their checks [to fight 
the ballot measure]. We went to 


the board and asked them to re¬ 
peal it. I felt badly, but I think it’s 
important to have a center, a place 
where kids can go, and a place 
where adults can go that’s not a 
bar.” Preliminary data indicated 
that between $7,000 and $10,000 
would need to be spent conduct¬ 
ing polls of likely voters; Siversten 
said that money “never material¬ 
ized.” 

Siversten came close to, but 
stopped short of, directly saying 
Honda’s push for the registry in 
1996 was a blatant political ma¬ 
neuver by a straight candidate at 
the expense of his openly gay op¬ 
ponent. “If we’d had an opportu¬ 
nity to talk about it in the begin¬ 
ning, I don’t think this would have 
happened,” Siversten said, refer¬ 
ring to Honda’s initial legislation 
that established the registry. 

“It felt to me that, since a do- 
| mestic partner registry exists in 


Palo Alto at the present time, this 
was not the best use of investing 
our time and energy.” The Palo 
Alto registry is open to same-sex 
couples who reside anywhere in 
the county. 

The gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender community in Santa 
Clara County is in the midst of a 
huge capital campaign to build a 
permanent Billy De Frank Center. 
The city of San Jose kicked in ap¬ 
proximately $2 million to pur¬ 
chase the land but the De Frank 
Center has to come up with con¬ 
structions costs that are estimated 
at around $5 million. It would 
have cost an estimated $300,000 
to fight the June ballot initiative 
over the registry and contribu¬ 
tions were not forthcoming, she 
added. Barbara Jean Jones, execu¬ 
tive director of the De Frank Cen¬ 
ter, did not return phone calls 
from the B.A.R. ▼

race, no one would consider mak¬ 
ing such a ridiculous argument. 
We have been more than fair in al¬ 
lowing them to wait for a ruling 
before requiring them to comply.” 

Renne said the city will fight 
the TRO. “I am disappointed in 
the ruling because I do believe 
there are other potential tenants 
who are not discriminating in the 
provision of benefits,” she said. 

Fed Ex is the only cargo carri¬ 
er at SFO that leases a facility 
from the city on airport property. 
“Other carriers serve San Francis¬ 
co without the special benefit of 
an on-site facility,” Renne said. 
“We believe that Federal Express 
has other options if it chooses not 
to sign a new lease.” 

Initially, the ATA tried to file 
the TRO on behalf of Fed Ex, but 
Wilken ruled February 26 that the 
cargo company must sue in its 
own name to seek a restraining 
order. “The court has serious con¬ 
cerns about whether plaintiffs 
have associational standing to 
challenge the ordinance as applied 


to Fed Ex’s proposed lease to the 
property,” Wilken stated in her 
ruling. Following that decision, 
Fed Ex walked back into court the 
next day and filed suit on its own 
behalf, clearing the way for 
Wilken to issue the TRO. 

The ATA counts among its 
members virtually every major 
U.S. air carrier, including United 
Airlines, which is widely believed 
to have instigated the lawsuit. Fed 
Ex is a member. 

Jeff Sheehy of the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Democratic 
Club, which originally drafted the 
law in 1996, criticized United and 
Fed Ex. “They have not been satis-

on the matter except to say Rivas

fied to allow people the right to be

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State Court upholds anti-pot club ruling

'•? he California Supreme 
Court decided Wednesday, 
February 25 not to hear the 
appeal of an earlier court decision 
that could close establishments 
providing medicinal marijuana to 
persons with conditions such as 
AIDS wasting, glaucoma, and 
nausea due to chemotherapy. 

At the center of the case is the 
Cannabis Cultivators Club (previ¬ 
ously known as the Cannabis 
Buyers Club) run by Republican 
gubernatorial candidate Dennis 
Peron. The club was raided in Au¬ 
gust 1996, but was allowed to re¬ 
open by Superior Court Judge 
David Garcia after the passage of 
Proposition 215 in November 
1996. The proposition — which 
was approved by 56 percent of the 
state’s voters — allowed the pos¬ 
session by patients and primary 
caregivers of marijuana for med¬ 
ical use, although it made no pro¬ 
vision for the sale or transport of 
the product. 

In December 1997, the First 
District Court of Appeal over¬ 
turned Garcia’s decision and ruled 
that state law does not permit any 
person or organization to sell 
marijuana. The Supreme Court 
declined to hear the case, thus al¬ 
lowing the First District Court de¬ 
cision to stand. By declining to re¬ 
view the case, the state’s high 
court ensured that the decision 
would be binding on all trial 
courts in California, and thus 
could affect the more than 20 
medical marijuana establishments 
in the state. 


The Cannabis Cultivators Club 
had argued that it was acting as a 
primary caregiver for its clients, a 
claim the District Court justices 
rejected. As defined by Proposi¬ 
tion 215, a caregiver is one who 
has “consistently assumed respon¬ 
sibility for the housing, health, or 
safety of that person,” a condition 
that cannot be met by a commer¬ 
cial enterprise like the CCC, ac¬ 
cording to presiding District 
Court Justice J. Clinton Peterson. 

The court ruled that people 
can only legally obtain marijuana 
for medicinal purposes by grow¬ 
ing it or having a caregiver grow it 
for them. The Cannabis Cultiva¬ 
tors Club asserts that it is in com¬ 


pliance with the law because it no 
longer sells cannabis, but rather is 
reimbursed for the expenses of 
growing plants for patients. Peron 
plans to continue operating de¬ 
spite the Supreme Court’s deci¬ 
sion. “We have always served a 
higher law — the law of saving 
lives?’ he said. “It will always be 
legal to save a life.” 

Last week’s ruling clears the 
way for Attorney General Dan 
Lungren to close the city’s 
cannabis clubs. Assemblywoman 
Carol Migden opposed such a 
measure, saying, “The Attorney 
General is placing politics before 
people in a way that will decrease 
the quality of life for many people 


living with life-threatening ill¬ 
nesses.” 

In addition to Peron’s club, 
Cannabis Helping Alleviate Med¬ 
ical Problems (CHAMP) is once 
again open, and the Medical Mar¬ 
ijuana Delivery Service continues 
to serve patients. Flower Therapy 
and Dharma closed in the wake of 
the December ruling. A federal 
case is still pending against the 
Cannabis Cultivators Club, 
Flower Therapy, and four other 
northern California medical mar¬ 
ijuana establishments. That case 
follows a suit filed by U.S. Attor¬ 
ney Michael Yamaguchi, who ar¬ 
gued that federal laws prohibiting 
the sale of marijuana take prece¬ 


dence over state laws such as 
Proposition 215. 

The day after the Supreme 
Court’s decision, Lungren’s office 
sent a letter to Judge Garcia say¬ 
ing that the Cannabis Cultivator’s 
Club - which the letter referred to 
as a “drug house” - was in viola¬ 
tion of the injunction and asking 
him to move to close the club im¬ 
mediately. Club members went to 
court on Tuesday, March 3 to 
argue against closure, but Garcia 
was ill and the case was post¬ 
poned. A hearing is scheduled for 
April 3, during which Lungren 
and club representatives will pre¬ 
sent their arguments for and 
against closure, respectively. T

URLINGAME, CA - Lead¬ 
ing a diverse group of about 
•.: * 50 supporters, Dennis 
Peron, the openly gay candidate 
for governor of California, tried to 
attend the Republican State Con¬ 
vention at the Burlingame Hyatt 
last Saturday, February 21, and 
was denied entry. 

After being turned away from 
the lobby entrance by hotel secu¬ 
rity, the group went to another 
door, through the kitchen, up a 
flight of interior stairs, and into 
the hotel lobby where Peron de¬ 
livered an extemporaneous 
speech while his supporters un¬ 
furled signs reading “Peron for 
Governor” and “Compassion, 
Hope and Love.” 

Peron supporter Randi Web¬ 
ster told the B.A.R., “It was really 
quite something; they wouldn’t let 
us in the front door, and we were 
looking good. We were all dressed 
up. I saw people wearing suits that 
I never thought I’d see dressed up 
— they had no reason to turn us 
away.” 

Campaign volunteer Lynne 
Barnes, a nurse, said, “After we fi¬ 
nally got in, we were in the lobby 
with our signs and we were the 
only ones who had signs which 
actually had a message. There 
were all kinds of us, gay people, 
straight people, black people, 
brown people, some sick, some 
with KS lesions — the Lungren 
people seemed intimidated. A 
Lungren supporter, thinking one 
of our people was a convention 
delegate, warned, ‘Don’t get too 
close to them — some of them 
could be sick and they could be 
contagious.’ They were really 
tense, but then they began to 
chant ‘Go Dan Go’ and we chant¬ 
ed ‘Peron, Peron,’ and then we 
left.” 

Wayne Justmann, who was in 
the first wave of people seeking 
entrance, said that when the 
group was first denied entrance, 
they were directed down a side¬ 
walk where another security 
guard told them they were tres¬ 
passing on private property and 
ordered them to leave. Justmann 
said they were Republican dele¬ 
gates and attempted to open the 
door but was turned away. “That’s 
when we went through the 
kitchen to the lobby floor. 

“There was no way we would 
be denied being heard. This is 
America and we had every right 
to be heard,” Justmann said. 
“Nothing would prevent us from 


supporting our candidate for 
governor; Dennis Peron is on the 
ballot — besides, it was great 
fun.” 

A breath of light 

Justmann noted that the Re¬ 
publicans are touting the “big 
tent” party, “but when they saw 
our group it was obvious that part 
of their tent is starting to fall 
down. But even with all that hap¬ 
pening, I was approached by one 
delegate, his name was Paul, and 
he told me some of the delegates 
felt we brought a ray of light into 
the arena. Another person asked 
for a Peron button and someone 
else said, ‘Thank you for bringing 
a breath of light [sic] into this 
convention.” 

Even as the media surrounded 
Peron asking questions, the secu¬ 
rity people kept trying to move 
the group out. “The Burlingame 
Police were called,” Justmann said. 
“They were going to arrest Dennis 
because we weren’t allowed to 
demonstrate in the entryway — 
we were being singled out even 
though other delegates were there 
with placards and signs.” 

Justmann said the police then 
were going to arrest him because 
“we weren’t going to leave until 
we had made our point — which 
we did — and then we voluntari¬ 
ly left.” 

Peron sees himself as a “thorn 
in the side” of the Republican 
Party, but also as a candidate who 
is in tune with voters, citing his 
successful statewide campaign for 
Prop. 215, the medical marijuana 
bill. 

In an interview with Sacra¬ 
mento’s Capitol Weekly newspa¬ 
per, Peron said of Lungren and 
the field of Democrats running 
for governor, “I don’t think much 
of any of them, they’re all shallow, 
empty, opportunists and hacks.” 
He refers to Lungren as the “sec¬ 
ond coming of Richard Nixon.” 
Peron says his intent is to “rede¬ 
fine” the Republican Party which, 
he says, has been taken over by ex¬ 
tremists. 

He calls himself a “liberal Re¬ 
publican in the tradition of 
William Weld — I believe in small 
government and individual 
rights” he says. Peron has been ar¬ 
rested 15 times for sale or posses¬ 
sion of marijuana and has served 
a total of two years in jail. The 
Bronx native and Vietnam veter¬ 
an lost his lover, Jonathan West, to 
AIDS in 1990; he says it was 
Jonathan’s illness and the relief 
that marijuana gave him that 
sparked Peron’s successful cam¬ 
paign to have medical use of mar¬ 
ijuana legalized. ▼

Information for Patients About VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 
Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for Hiy infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent overtime. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Selaane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute?Cardioquin?Quinidex?and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 
f 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 

medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 

you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

Shedding light on 
Glaxo’s 1592: no panacea

t’s a sure bet that Glaxo Well- 

come’s antiviral drug 1592 

(abacavir) is another important 
option for people with AIDS, but 
whether it’s the remedy activists 
desperately demanded months ago 
with zaps, civil disobedience, and 
boycotts is another question. 

New data from abacavir is be¬ 
coming available as researchers, 
clinicians, and patients are gain¬ 
ing experience with the drug. 
Some of the information is posi¬ 
tive and some negative. Abacavir 
is appearing to be just-another 
nucleoside analog sharing com- 
- mon resistance patterns and toxi¬ 
cides with its cousins, AZT, ddl, 
d4T, and 3TC. Activists, disturbed 
and frustrated over the latest data, 
want to inform people with AIDS 
about the problems with abacavir. 

The 5th Conference on Retro¬ 
viruses and OpportunisticTnfec- 
tions in Chicago highlighted sev¬ 
eral 1592 studies, which showed 
significant viral load decreases. 
However, other information com¬ 
ing from the expanded access 
program for people who have 
taken the arsenal of AIDS drugs is 
bringing disappointing efficacy 
information. And most seriously, 
without warning, abacavir has 
caused serious life-threatening 
hypersensitivity reactions, which 
has led to three deaths. 

The good news: 

After 16 weeks of follow-up, 
most patients in a John Mellors 
(University of Pittsburg) study had 
a 1.8 to 2.4 log decline in viral load. 
All of the participants had not 
used antiretrovirals and had a 
minimum of 500 CD4 cells with a 
baseline of less than 5,000 viral 
RNA. After 16 weeks on one of five 
protease inhibitors in combination 
with abacavir, up to 85 percent of 
people in the study had more than 
400 copies of HIV and 70 percent 
of those patients had more than 50 
viral load. According to this study, 
abacavir with a protease inhibitor 
seems to be quite potent combina¬ 
tion in patients not previously 
treated with HIV drugs. 

Now the bad news: 

Though there was a good an¬ 
tiviral response in the Mellors 
study, four of the 78 patients (ap¬ 
proximately five percent) devel¬ 
oped an acute hypersensitivity re¬ 
action to the drug. This means 
that several people developed a 
mild fever, malaise, and other 
symptoms. Then, four people 
who went back on the drug devel¬ 
oped a life-threatening reaction 
that sent them to intensive care to 
be resuscitated. One person died 
in this study due to the hypersen¬ 
sitivity. 

This hypersensitivity is un¬ 
common in AIDS drugs. Drugs to 
prevent PCP such as septra 
(bactrim) and non-nucleoside 
drugs such as nevirapine and 
delavirdine have caused reactions, 
but nothing as severe as to cause 
1CU visits and death. We may be 
seeing more of these toxic reac¬ 
tions as more drugs are available 
and being combined. The severity 
of this situation has forced people 
with AIDS to rethink early access 
to new drugs. 

Further bad news is that the 
drug may have little or no effect in 
people who have been on other 


nucleoside drugs such as Glaxo’s 
AZT and 3TC. The patterns of 
mutations are similar to its 
cousins and are probably the rea¬ 
son it has little effect in experi¬ 
enced patients. Ben Cheng from 
Project Inform puts it this way, “If 
you only have resistance to AZT 
you may be okay, and if you have 
resistance only to 3TC you 
may be okay,' but if you 
are resistant to two or 
more nucleosides, 
abacavir may not be 
as effective.” This does 
not bode well for many 
patients who have used 
up the famous AZT/3TC 
cocktail and have 
been treated with all 
the protease in¬ 
hibitors. 

The 1592 experience poses a 
predicament to people with AIDS. 
When there are much more op¬ 
tions available today, do we con¬ 
tinue to risk drug reactions by 
having early access to ill-studied 
therapies? Do some of us have the 
luxury of waiting? Should tactics 
be modified to wait for new op¬ 
tions until more people have been 
studied or do we continue to fight 
for mediocre drugs that the phar¬ 
maceutical industry can profit on? 

Glaxo Wellcome is clearly try¬ 
ing to corner the HIV market 
with AZT, 3TC, and combavir (a 
combination of AZT and 3TC). 
Add to the mixture the Glaxo dar¬ 
ling drug, abacavir. They even 
have their own protease inhibitor, 
amprenavir (141W94), that is 
being studied in combination 
with AZT, 3TC, and abacavir. 
They recently bought out 
Hoescht, which has several non¬ 
nucleoside drugs in development. 
Obviously, the company is plan¬ 
ning to cover all the bases when it 
comes to HIV drug cocktails. So, 
one must question whether Glaxo 
is just trying to profit from their 
own drugs, or help find the best 
treatments for AIDS? 


On the horizon 

It is clear that many questions 
need to be answered before we 
throw in the towel on demanding 
early access. The desperation that 
caused the outcry over access to 
abacavir was real and activists re¬ 
sponded appropriately. At the time 
people had used up the nucleoside 
generation of drugs and there was 
nothing new on the horizon except 
abacavir. Today, on the contrary, 
there are 12 HIV drugs approved, 
three in expanded access, and sev¬ 
eral more in the research pipeline; 
one might wonder how we can still 
demand early access in light of this 
bleak information about abacavir 
but, given the complexity and real¬ 
ity of this disease, there will still be 
people who need drug options.. 
ACT UP/Golden Gate still sup¬ 
ports access to any drug a patient 
needs to stay ahead of progression 
and death. Ultimately, it should be 
left up to the patient and their 
physician. 

Hank Wilson, a longtime AIDS 
activist and member of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, was losing the 
battle with HIV a year ago. He 
had tried all the anti-HIV drugs 
and had 30 CD4 cells with a viral 
load of 590,000. “I couldn’t artic¬ 
ulate what I wanted to say and I 
was hospitalized with cryptococ- 
cal meningitis,” Wilson now re¬ 
calls! He became the first patient 
on abacavir in San Francisco in a 
study for dementia at General 
Hospital. “After 12 weeks on

Trials Search provides people 
with HIV with a personalized, 
confidential and up-to-date list 
of available HIV clinical trials 
in the U.S. Each list is based 
on our database of over 250 
actively recruiting trials. 


placebo I was switched to 1592 
and added delavirdine and vira- 
cept,” he says. “Then, in just one 
week I had the capacity to think 
clearly again. My CD4 count went 
to 350 and my viral load dropped 
to 7,000. Now, after one year I 
have no detectable virus and I feel 
like the old Hank.” 

Wilson’s experience with aba¬ 
cavir is exactly why activists 
still believe early access 
can be life saving. Aba¬ 
cavir has been available 
for people below 50 
CD4 counts for 
months now in a limit¬ 
ed expanded access pro¬ 
gram. A wider pro¬ 
gram that would 
match programs of¬ 
fered by the new 
Gilead drug, Preveon (adefovir) 
and DuPont Merck’s Sustiva 
(DMP-266) has been delayed by 
bureaucratic regulations and by 
Glaxo incompetence, but should 
be announced soon. 

Wilson muses, “When I visit 
friends in the dementia ward I wish 
they could experience the response 
I had with 1592. People with de¬ 
mentia shouldn’t be written off. 
New drugs like 1592 can give peo¬ 
ple the capacity to turn around.” 
Clearly, there are many people who 
can benefit from early access to 
AIDS drugs. How best to balance 
the need with safety concerns in 
early access will continue to be a 
struggle in the coming years. ▼

Kenneth James Arnold, attorney, gay 
rights pioneer and judicial biographer, 
died peacefully in his sleep the night of 
Feb. 14 at age 72. He died as a result of 
lung cancer complications. 

One of the first out-of-the-closet at¬ 
torneys in San Francisco, Kenneth was a 
founding member of the Society for In¬ 
dividual Rights (S.I.R.), the San Francis¬ 



co group that was one of.the earliest gay 
rights groups in the nation. He served as 
editor of Vector, S.I.R.’s magazine, for 
several years. 

As an attorney, Kenneth worked for 
the Supreme Court of California and 
Court of Appeal, First Appellate District 
for a number of years. At the time, he 
later recalled, San Quentin had a sub¬ 
stantial number of prisoners convicted 
of so-called “gay crimes” like sodomy 
and fellatio. He was frequently called on 
for his insight into gay rights as the 
courts grappled with important deci¬ 
sions that established the rights which 
gays and lesbians take for granted today. 

An extremely intelligent but some¬ 
times abrasive man, Kenneth was ad¬ 
mired by his friends for his grasp of 
California politics and law. His longtime 
companion, David Gerome Williams, 
predeceased him by about a year. No 
services were held. Both are buried in 
Richmond.

Sonoma County can work with 
AEF to restore local grants. 

Sonoma County AIDS Com¬ 
mission President Pat Lancaster 
said his group would be willing to 
review its allocations for 1998 to 
try to find some extra money for 
the AEF grants.

•••: adminton is kind of an un- 
IPi derdog sport. People dis- 
count its difficulty, possibly 
because the ball has wings ... you 
know, those little feathery parts. 
In fact, it isn’t so much a ball at all 
as a ball substitute — ball lite, if 
you will — and is even called a 
“bird,” which seems perhaps not 
as butch as sports with real balls 
on display, all of them faster, 
harder, and bigger. Insert stereo¬ 
typical gay comparisons here. 

Peter Chiu is more than a little 
aware of the slights that a sport 
like badminton sometimes suf¬ 
fers. Even Gay Games officials in 
Amsterdam, it seems, treat it 
lightly; Chiu is having problems 
confirming that badminton 
events are even taking place there. 
However, he gamely says, “I am 
going. I sent in my registration, 
but after e-mailing and faxing for 
a response, I don’t know why it’s 
taking them so long.” 

“Them” being the Dutch orga¬ 
nizers of Gay Games, who are no 
doubt focusing on “bigger” sports 
that will include a paying audi¬ 
ence: body building, swimming, 
and diving. Fellow players head¬ 
ing for Amsterdam are not exact¬ 
ly forming a team, per se. “Bad¬ 
minton is more like an individual

sport,” he says, “so everyone’s 
gonna meet there.” 

Chiu started by playing in the 
recreational level at Berkeley, and 
has continued with the 
sport. He admits bad¬ 
minton isn’t a major 
sport in the Bay Area, 
and says it’s tough to form 
a real team with only four 
or five folks going, but “we 
try to get together once a 
week.” 

Some other players 
get together at the 
Central YMCA on 
Golden Gate, “but you 
have to be a member 
to play there.” So, in addition, they 
try to get together, practicing on 
their own and at other tourna¬ 
ments. “We just play pickup 
games in mixed doubles, just to 
get the practice.” 

Dianne Harris, Chiu’s mixed 
doubles partner, played bad¬ 
minton in high school and at 
Riverside City College. She jokes 
about the difficulties of playing an 
underdog sport—“I call it the Se¬ 
cret Badminton Society” — but 
says more seriously that bad¬ 
minton isn’t the lightweight sport 


some people think it is. “You can 
get hit with a bird that’s going re¬ 
ally fast,” she points out, speaking 
from experience. Fortunately, she 
was hit in the teeth; 
although that 
sounds pretty un¬ 
fortunate, it did prevent 
her from getting a swollen 
lip. “I play the net, so it’s usu¬ 
ally coming right at me.” 

Your basic court- 
type injuries also in¬ 
clude knee problems, 
since like tennis and 
volleyball, badminton 
forces players to as¬ 
sume a lot of stances where poor 
alignment can lead to knee injury. 
“Part of training is definitely how 
to place your feet and get where 
you need to be without stumbling 
around.” 

And how is the workout? “It’s 
a very fast-paced competitive 
sport,” she says. “The rest of the 
time I bike.” She also rollerblades 
and goes to the gym, and recently 
trained to do a hundred-mile bike 
ride in Manteca near Modesto. Al¬ 
though she says, “I’d much rather 
get my exercise from badminton,” 


she acknowledges that “unless 
you’re really plugged into the net¬ 
work it’s hard to find people to 
play.” She also mentions the Cen¬ 
tral YMCA’s matches on Tuesday, 
Thursday, and Saturday after¬ 
noons, where “there’s a pretty 
consistent 15 people each night,” 
but admits “the only choice, 
sometimes, is to take a City Col¬ 
lege course.” 

Although Harris doubles-part- 
ners with Chiu, she says “I’d still 
like to play women’s doubles, if I 
can find a partner.” Singles, she 
freely admits, is “a lot harder 
work!” 

After Gay Games, where is she 
planning to take her racket? “I’m 
planning to stay an extra week 
and perhaps go to Spain.” 

Perhaps she may find that 
partner after the Games! ▼

Report: lesbians may have better hearing

exas researchers have found 
that lesbians may have 
slightly more sensitive hear¬ 
ing than heterosexual women. 

The University of Texas in 
Austin scientists say they believe 
their study provides the first evi¬ 
dence of a physiological basis for 
same-sex orientation in women. 

They suggest that exposure to 
»extra male hormones in the 
womb may be responsible for 
“masculinization” of the ear 
structure along with the brain 
centers that control sexual desire. 

In a study of about 240 young 
men and women, scientists found 
that compared to heterosexual 
women, the inner ears of lesbians 
produced fainter echoes, a natural 
response to the sound of clicking. 

Neuroscientist Dennis McFad- 


den says the inner ear echoes 
made by lesbians were “interme¬ 
diate,” halfway between those of 
heterosexual women and men. 

Scientists have known from 
earlier research that women have 
louder inner ear echoes and hear 
slightly better than men, he says. 

McFadden says the implication 
of the finding is that the hearing 
system and parts of the brain that 
influence sexual preference were 
somehow “masculinized” before 
birth. 

A possible explanation, he 
says, is that lesbians are exposed to 
high levels of male hormones in 
the womb. 

A similar hearing difference 
seen in girls born in sets of male- 
female twins, he says, in which the 
girls may get a surge of androgens 
from their brothers. McFadden 
points out, however, that there is 
no evidence that girls from these 


twin sets are more likely to prefer 
women. 

The research is reported in the 
Proceedings of the National Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences. 

Psychologist Michael Bailey 
calls the study surprising, and says 
the “data seem to be pretty per¬ 
suasive.” 

Bailey, an associate professor at 
Northwestern University in 
Evanston, Illinois, also says the 
idea that it is caused by androgen 
exposure “seems quite plausible.” 

But, he points out that the 
study will have to be repeated be¬ 
fore scientists can make a firm 
connection between inner ear 
structure and women’s preference 
in sexual partners. 

Bailey, who has conducted 
studies on the genetics of homo¬ 
sexuality, estimates that about one 
percent of women are lg^bian or 
bisexual. T

C utting back on the scale of the Asian American Film Festival, as happened 
this year, has its benefits, at least for critics: with fewer movies shown, 
it’s easy to see more and get more of a feeling for what’s happening out 
there, filmwise.

E llen DeGeneres looked like the proverbial deer caught in the headlights on Enter¬ 
tainment Tonight (ET) last week as she discussed the possible (probable?) cancel¬ 
lation of America’s queer sit-com Ellen. Though ABC has yet to confirm (or deny) 
whether the show will continue after the standard mid-season hiatus, TV pundits 
are predicting cancellation. 

I make no such predictions, but poor ratings, sponsor problems, and the endless protests of the re¬ 
ligious right do point toward the big “C.” And at least for this loyal viewer, even the novelty factor 
has worn thin. 

It doesn’t take a crystal ball, however, to make some other predictions. If Ellen is canceled, that 
means no more queer network TV. Oh yes, there will still be the occasional stereotype flitting across 
the screen, as well as many of the encoded characters like our gal Xena, Lesbian Princess. But if 
Ellen Morgan leaves sit-com land, we all take a time-machine trip back into the Dark Ages of net¬ 
work TV, where queers were neither seen nor heard outside the confines of finger-pointing “lookee 
thare, Ma”-style tabloid shows. Sadly, Ellen remains the only queer game-in TV town. 

Along with the likes of O.J. Simpson and Monica Lewinsky, Ellen Morgan has been one of the 
most controversial, boring and overexposed personalities in recent memory. Which attaches a 
certain irony to pleading that Ellen retain real estate in her cozy little middle-class, white-on- 
white gay world. This, however, spotlights the locus of the problem: The TV landscape remains 
so barren of queer characters we must fight to maintain this one little square of (unbearably 
| suburban) queer territory. If Ellen gets canceled, it seems highly unlikely that anything even re¬ 
motely comparable will fill its comfortable queer shoes. 

As ABC execs ponder whether Ellen gets the ax, interim programming has already been 
primed for the current Ellen audience. Something So Right , a sit-com that bombed a few seasons 
back starring Mel Harris, refugee of thirtysomething and innumerable TV movies, hardly stakes 
new ground. Its familiar familial focus is the blended family created from a series of divorces and 
remarriages, and the children of those various unions — The Brady Bunch, 90s-style. A promo for

ranslating Virginia Woolf’s 
stream-of-consciousness 
prose to the screen is no easy 
task. And the difficulty is all too 
apparent in director Marleen 
Gorris’ current rendering of 
Woolf’s Mrs. Dalloway. The novel 
is told through an examination of 
the inner lives of its characters 
over a 12-hour period, and Gor¬ 
ris’ film employs voice-over nar¬ 
ration as the vehicle for this self¬ 
revelation. But Eileen Atkins’ 


depth exploration. Should Clarissa 
have rebelled against society? What 
would have been the cost of such a 
rebellion? Is suicide preferable to a 
life of misery? What does the road 
not taken look like? Through the 
use of flashbacks, the film shows 
the young Clarissa (Natascha 
McElhone) pursued by Peter, a 
dominating control freak, and 
Richard, a dull but stable admirer. 
She chooses Richard because she 
thinks he will give her more room 
to navigate in the world. But their 
married life becomes Clarissa’s 
gilded cage. Her natural physical 


script relies heavily on pregnant 
pauses, and Vanessa Redgrave, in 
the title role, offers an all-too-Pin- 
teresque interpretation of Clarissa 
Dalloway. Redgrave’s blank-faced 
moments of self-refection often 
play like petite mal seizures. 

Clarissa Dalloway, somewhere 
between forty and death, is giving 
a dinner party. As she prepares to 
receive her guests she shops, sews, 
talks, and reflects upon her life 
and loves up to this moment in 
time. An old suitor named Peter 
(Michael Kitchen) shows up un¬ 
expectedly, as does Sally (Sarah 
Badel), Clarissa’s adolescent les¬ 
bian lover. Clarissa’s husband 
Richard (John Standing), a boring 
but devoted dolt, does whatever it 
is that London politicians do; and 
in a parallel plot-line, a shell¬ 
shocked WWI veteran (Rupert 
Graves) gets ready to kill himself. 
All this moves at a speed that sur¬ 
passes that of John Huston’s The 
Dead, but not by much. 

There are some wonderful 
themes attached to the skeleton of 
this narrative, themes worthy of in¬ 


attraction to Sally is stifled, as is her 
innate desire for independence. 
The wild and brilliant Clarissa set¬ 
tles for a life of genteel servitude. 
Woolf’s story illuminates the limit¬ 
ed options available to women of 
her time, with special attention 
paid to the area of individual choic¬ 
es and where they lead us. And in 
doing so, it causes us to examine 
our own lives and choices. 

Costume designer Judy Pep- 
perdine and cinematographer Sue 
Gibson make significant contri¬ 
butions with their recreation of 
London circa 1923. The film’s vi¬ 
sual palette is full of muted colors, 
and the authentic costume choic¬ 
es reflect the prim and proper at¬ 
titudes that prevailed just before 
the explosion of the flapper era. 
Michael Kitchen excels in his por¬ 
trayal of the fidgeting, domineer¬ 
ing Peter, and Margaret Tyzack al¬ 
most steals the film with her ren¬ 
dering of Lady Bruton, a busy¬ 
body who aspires to become a so¬ 
cial reformer.

Marleen Gorris previously di¬ 
rected the highly overrated Best 
Foreign Film Oscar-winner, Anto¬ 
nia’s Line. In that film, all men were 
pigs or, at best, benign inconve¬ 
niences, while Antonia and her fe¬ 
male friends were the light of the 
universe. Gorris wisely avoids that 
kind of agitprop oversimplification 
in Mrs. Dalloway, but even here, the 
cards remain heavily stacked 
against the male of the species. 

Yet the feminist issues are real, 
and Virginia Woolf’s own person¬ 
al experiences with regret, repres¬ 
sion, and recrimination were so 
severe that they led to mental ill¬ 
ness and her eventual suicide by 
drowning in 1941. It is a shame 
that Gorris’ direction of Mrs. Dal¬ 


loway allows such provocative and 
important issues to be anes¬ 
thetized by tedium. ▼

The royal treatment 

'Views of Merchant Ivor/ at the Castro

he surnames Merchant and 
Ivory evoke so much for so 
many: literate dialogue, the 
pinched faces of Edwardian Brits 
thwarting their passions, rattling 
teacups, exquisite period detail, 
meaty acting, lush photography, 
and the rapture of polite civiliza¬ 
tion. Now the extraordinary col¬ 
laboration of producer Ishmail 
Merchant and director James 
Ivory is given the royal treatment 
with Views of Merchant Ivory, a 
one-week film festival at the Cas¬ 
tro Theater spanning three conti¬ 
nents, 14 films, and 35 years of 
filmmaking. 

There is so much to celebrate. 
Merchant and Ivory are the 
screen’s foremost translators of 
English language literature and 
can count Henry James, Jean 
Rhys, Kazuo Ishiguro and E.M. 
Forster among their inspirers. 
Their frequent screenwriter, Ruth 
Prawer Jhabvala, is a novelist and 
two-time Oscar winner for their 
triumphs A Room With a View 
and Howards End. Looking price¬ 
less on shoestring budgets, their 
movies are miracles of thrift. They 
have cultivated a cadre of excel¬ 
lent artists who jump when they 
call — composer Richard Rob¬ 
bins, costumers John Bright and 
Carol Ramsey, and director of 
photography Tony Pierce- 
Roberts. 

But all is not fragrant in the 
Merchant Ivory garden. The festi¬ 
val provides a few shocking truths 
about a team that has been all- 
but-deified. The career output is 
spotty. Ivory has frequent trouble 
propelling a story forward, and he 
and Merchant have made repeat¬ 
ed miscalculations with young 
talent. Too many of their films, in¬ 
cluding Shakespeare Wallah, Mr. 
and Mrs. Bridge and The Bostoni¬ 
ans, suffer enormously from 
charmless performances in key 
roles. 

A question lingers: why do 
they do England so much better 
than the United States? Certainly 
it’s not from provincialism. Mer¬ 
chant is Indian-born and New 
York University-educated. Jhab¬ 
vala is Polish-Jewish, raised in 
England, and a long-term resident 
of India. Ivory, surprisingly, is 
American, born in Berkeley 70 
years ago and raised in Klamath 
Falls, Oregon. Yet their best films, 
A Room With a View, Howards 
End and Remains of the Day, are 
lightyears ahead of the American 
set The Bostonians and Mr. and 


Mrs. Bridge. Slaves of New York be¬ 
longs at a toxic dump site. So is 
Ivory only as good as his source? 
Or does he have trouble hiding an 
encroaching ennui? 

The Bostonians (1984) trans¬ 
lates Henry James’ tale of women’s 
emancipation in the 1880s to the 


screen with bloodless fidelity. As 
the militant Olive Chancellor, 
Vanessa Redgrave mixes ethereal 
acting with the strident political 
activism that so vexes the Holly¬ 
wood establishment. As an ardent 
young lawyer, Christopher Reeve 
is unconvincing, and Madeleine 


Potter in the pivotal role of Vere- 
na Tarrant lacks the requisite 
charisma. 

Heat and Dust (1983) may be 
the best of their non-England- 
based films. From a novel by 
Jhabvala, it jumps from the colo¬ 
nized Indian empire of the 1920s 


to the teeming conflicted nation 
of the 1980s. Told through the 
eyes of two Englishwomen, the 
Western fascination for India has 
rarely been more finely captured. 
Warmed by the presence of Julie 
Christie, Indian hearthrob Shashi 
Kapoor, and Greta Scacchi in a 
bright film debut, Heat and Dust 
has one of the loveliest endings of 
any Merchant Ivory movie. As the 
past and present merge in a 
mountain outpost, the future is 
suggested with hope for the rest¬ 
less modern traveller (Christie) 
who can never really get inside 
India’s mysteries. 

Appearing on a double bill 
with Heat and Dust is the rare 
Shakespeare Wallah (1965), which 
tells the tale of a declining British 
theater troupe in 1960s India. The 
set-up is rich with possibilities — 
intercultural romance, theater 
versus movies, the clash of gener¬ 
ations, and big British egos rat¬ 
tling around the hinterland of 
post-colonial India. Shashi 
Kapoor and Madhur Jaffrey make 
an exceedingly handsome couple, 
but the flashes of humor and ro¬ 
mance don’t add up to a fully sat- 
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Looking priceless on shoestring 
budgets, their movies are miracles 
of thrift. But why do they do 
England better than the USA?

ariety is already a spice of 
life at the New Conservato- 
!f ry Theatre Center, where 
vintage Broadway musicals can 
play next door to guys acting in 
the buff. More recently, artistic di¬ 
rector Ed Decker has been upping 
the ante, and the coming week 
will bring two very different pro¬ 
ductions from two very different 
places. Words of His Own arrives 
from Israel to offer a look at gay 
life in that country, while Men 
Out Loud will journey from Los 
Angeles to offer four-part har¬ 
monies in a gay key. 

Unorthodox theatre 

Life in Israel is filled with chal¬ 
lenges, but the internal divisions 
and external threats have had a 
way of letting gay people slip into 
the future. 

“Not only can gays serve in the 
military, they have to,” said Noam 
Meiri, a noted gay Israeli director 
and actor. And the Orthodox rab¬ 
bis who have been pushing to 
control the country’s religious life 
aren’t crusading against gay rights 
like their Christian counterparts

in the United States. “There are 
things that bother them more 
than us,” Meiri said. 

In fact, the conservative Ne¬ 
tanyahu government is helping un¬ 
derwrite a visit by Meiri’s troupe to 
San Francisco and New York. “You 
wouldn’t expect them to do that,” 
he said recently from his home in 
Tel Aviv, “but I guess they want to 


show that they aren’t so bad.” 

Meiri was set to arrive in San 
Francisco this week with two fel¬ 
low Israeli actors for a weekend of 
English-language performances 
of “Words of His Own” at the 
New Conservatory Theatre. “It’s a 
collage of different stories by dif¬ 
ferent writers,” Meiri said. Among 
the themes are the Israeli macho 
personality, life in and out of the 
closet, the country’s first en¬ 
counter with AIDS, and family re¬ 
lationships. 

“Words of His Own” was first 
performed in 1994 at the Israeli 
Gay Pride Day, and has also been 
seen throughout Britain. In the 
four years since the production’s 
debut, Meiri has seen attitudes 
about being gay go through major 
changes in the country — and 
even in his company. 

“In 1994,1 wanted to have gay 
actors for this show, but couldn’t 
find three gay actors who were 
ready to say we are playing in a gay 
theater group,” he said. “Now it is 
much easier for me to find a gay 
actor who is ready to go with us.” 

But even with the good news 
for gay people in Israel, the coun¬ 
try is playing catch-up in many 
ways. “In terms of Israeli gay liter¬ 
ature, it is still quite in the begin¬ 
ning,” Meiri said, “so there is 
something quite naive in the text.” 

And in more personal terms, 
Meiri remembers back to the ’70s, 
when gays in Europe and America 
were in the streets and in the dis¬ 
cos, as he was discovering his sex¬ 
uality with no support systems 
around him. “There were almost 
no gay places in Israel except gar¬ 
dens, which went with feeling 
guilty,” he said. “I had to take quite 
a journey to break some walls 
with myself.” 

In harmony 

Men Out Loud, an a cappella 
quartet from Los Angeles, isn’t as 
interested in breaking walls as in 
bridging them. “Obviously, we’re 
an openly gay group,” said leader 
Steve Steinberg. “However, what 
we'really want to be is a crossover 
group. We want to be gay enough 
that gay people don’t think we’re 
not gay, but we don’t want to be 
so in your face that we scare 
straight people away.” 

Opening a short run at the New 
Conservatory Theatre next week, 
the group will perform songs from 
its debut album, Sweet Enuf 2 Eat 
(Mercury Records), that includes 
such standards as “Somewhere” 
from West Side Story, Van Morri¬ 
son’s “Moondance,” and the Beat¬ 
les’ “Yesterday.” Here and there, a

lyrics. “It’s fairly subtle,” Steinberg 
said from Los Angeles. “We didn’t 
want to crash somebody, over the 
head with it.” 

In addition to songs from the 
album, the performance includes 
“a little bit of everything, from 
dance music to reggae to Broad¬ 
way,” Steinberg said. “Last year, we 
did a 17-city gay pride tour to 
promote our album, and we also 
tell stories about the tour. We have 
a lot of choreography as well. So 
it’s sights, sounds, and story.” 

Some of that story is the 
bumpy road the group has trav¬ 
eled to this point. In the begin¬ 
ning, the quartet was named Vicki 
Lester, a campy reference to Judy 
Garland’s character in A Star Is 
Born, and its members were a cap- 
pella hobbyists. They were discov¬ 
ered at an event in Los Angeles 
called the Harmony Sweepstakes 
by a record producer looking for 
an a cappella group willing to be 
molded toward a more commer¬ 
cial sound. Soon they had a new 
name and a deal at Warner Bros. 
But a change in personnel at the 


label landed their disc on the 
shelf. Meanwhile, three members 
of the group decided they weren’t 
ready to make a full-time com¬ 
mitment to a musical career, leav¬ 
ing Steinberg to search for three 
new harmonizers. Finally, Mer¬ 
cury agreed to buy out their con¬ 
tract and release the album. 

“But the album had been 
recorded with the old guys,” Stein¬ 
berg said, “and I didn’t want to do 
a Milli Vanilli thing. I knew we 
had to get back into the studio, 
but I didn’t want to tell the record 
company that. We just told them 
we were putting some finishing 
touches on it, but we re-recorded 
the entire album in 10 days.” 

Although he still calls Men 
Out Loud an a cappella group, 
most of the songs on the album 
have musical accompaniment, 
and in performance they use pre¬ 
recorded musical tracks as well. 
“Our producer likes to call it ‘vo¬ 
cally driven music,”’ Steinberg 
said. “Some groups are really 
purists, and they said they would¬ 
n’t sign even for a major deal if it 
meant they had to sing with 
tracks. To us, as much as we love a 
cappella, we’d also love to have a 
hit.” ▼ 


from an upcoming Andrew Lloyd 
Webber musical. Appearing with 
necktie, but sans coat, Webber 
looks and acts like a nervous 
schoolboy. Brightman’s other of¬ 
ferings include Puccini’s “O Mio 
Babbino Caro,” “Summertime” 
from Porgy and Bess, and the 
Phantom of the Opera standard, 
“Music of the Night.” 

A highly competent soprano, 
Brightman undercuts her own ef¬ 
fectiveness by means of a gushing, 
insipid stage demeanor. There is a 
certain saccharine quality to her 
introduction of songs that is not 
improved by her three costume 
changes. All ruffles and flounces, 
brown eyes and bangs, the 36- 
year-old Brightman bears an un¬ 
fortunate resemblance to a Keane 
painting, animated by Disney. 

Since she is probably the pre¬ 
miere female interpreter of her

ex-husband’s phenomenally pop¬ 
ular musical catalog, Sarah 
Brightman’s success should come 
as no surprise. There is a remark- . 
able musical equivalency between 
Brightman’s vocalizing and Web¬ 
ber’s writing. PBS viewers will un¬ 
doubtedly be divided in their re¬ 
sponse to Sarah Brightman in 
Concert at the Royal Albert Hall. 
Some will find the evening goes 


down smoothly, and others will 
choke on the occasion. There is 
ample justification for either 
point of view. 

If one were to cast Sarah 
Brightman in her perfect non- 
Webber metier, it would probably 
be that of a Gilbert and Sullivan 
heroine. She is a skilled soprano 
who could assay any of their won¬ 
derful light operas with great 
aplomb. But like Gilbert and Sul¬ 
livan, Brightman’s unique and 
specific qualities are not com¬ 
pletely in step with the times. This 
contemporary irrelevancy is both 
the blessing and the curse of 
Sarah Brightman in Concert. ▼

arrangement. Her recommenda¬ 
tion of Ramon to Selya is master¬ 
fully terse — “He’s a bachelor ... 
he’s nice!”— and typical of a char¬ 
acter driven above all by her need 
to maintain her family’s status. 

Parts of the plot have a gratu¬ 
itous feel that might in fact work 
better in the heightened reality of 
opera. Particularly irritating is an 
AIDS motif that comes out of 
nowhere. And some of the scenes 
approach bathos, as when Selya’s 
old boyfriend — a megahunk 
named Bobby — literally tears her 
kid out of Ramon’s arms. But the 
film is redeemed by the hot sex 
scenes between Ramon and Card¬ 
ing, and between Bobby and 
Selya, and the film’s sharp obser¬ 
vations of the vicious intrigues of 
village life. 

Another domineering matri¬ 
arch is at the center of Francisco 
Aliwalas’s Disoriented, about the 
travails of a Filipino-American 
family in their attempts to join the 
rising middle class. Writer-direc¬ 
tor Aliwalas plays West, a nervous 
pre-med student whose mother 
(Potri Ranka Manis) directs his 
every move through a breathtak¬ 
ing array of passive-aggressive 
strategies. The gay element comes 
when a jock brother who van¬ 
ished four years earlier returns as 
a screaming drag queen. In the 
classic tradition, the sudden pres¬ 
ence of the queer disrupts the 
pretty middle-class picture, forc¬ 
ing mama’s hand and making 
West realize he needs to pursue 
his own dreams. Powerful scenes 
of a family in emotional distress 
are undermined by raging stereo¬ 
types like a white boy obsessed 
with Asian culture, and an over¬ 
cooked queer German fashion 
photographer. 

Fetching boys 

Yellow Kitty is the umbrella 
title for a group of mostly boy- 
oriented shorts that, while mainly 
made in the U.S. ( BOMgAY was 
shot in India), cover a wide psy¬ 
chic geography. From New York’s 


Chinatown comes Ho Tam’s Sea¬ 
son of the Boys, a moody few min¬ 
utes devoted to a group of shirt¬ 
less street basketball players. 
While these fetching boys play, an 
offscreen narrator reminds us that 
time will catch up with these gor¬ 
geous, mindless narcissists. On a 
more educational note, Young 
Chung’s Teething offers ever-wel- 
come lessons in the art of the 
blow job. The grainy look of this 
piece is a pleasant recollection of 
the classic porn loop, but Teething 
is more tantalizingly suggestive 
than explicit in its shots of an en¬ 
ergetic mouth grimacing, opening 
and closing rapidly, and forming 
the perfect irresistible “o.” Ming- 
Yuen S. Mas Sniff is a self-con¬ 
scious “meditation on memory 
and loss,” per the press notes: in 
an interminable five minutes, a 
naked man crawls around a bed 
licking the sheet in an attempt to 
find traces of “past paramours.” 
Stuart Gaffney’s Cunanan’s Co¬ 
nundrum explores the transgres¬ 
sive power of the “killer queen’s” 
mysterious multiple ethnicities 
and skill at “passing.” Through 
news footage and commentary, 
Gaffney shows that even in death, 
Cunanan remained hidden:

the show situates the characters 
together, enumerates their famil¬ 
ial connections, then features the 
youngest child proclaiming, 
“Newt Gingrich is going to love 
us.” The implication: Something 
So Right is risque and will upset 
conservatives. 

Hardly. In fact, in its previous 
incarnation, Something So Right 
was something so average it was 
taken off-air for revamping. Not 
as funny as Mad About You, not as 
cutesy as Dharma and Greg, just 
plain ol’ straight pseudo-fun. It 
only compares to Ellen in one 
area: it takes place in a major city, 
yet — surprise! — there are no 
people of color. There are also no 
queers, even serving canapes or 
arranging objets. 


shooting himself through the 
mouth destroyed his face to the 
extent that it took hours to posi¬ 
tively identify him. 

Swati Khurana and Leith Gill 
Murgai’s Julpari drains the already 
dry well of drag in its picture of a 
group of South Asian trannies, 
“waterfairies,” who pause from 
playing dress-up long enough to 


offer sage words: “Drag is about 
being larger than life — always.” A 
fascinating glimpse into how 
American mores are viewed out¬ 
side our borders comes when one 
of the queens remembers her sis¬ 
ter in India saying, “In America, 
men get married to men.” BOM¬ 
gAY effectively weds the poetry of 
R. Raj Rao to sketches of the op¬ 


pressions and redemptions of In¬ 
dian gay life that includes a public 
urinal gay-bashing and a queer 
dinner party. 

Lesbian fun is represented here 
with two shorts. The first, Anie S8 
Stanley and Patty Chang’s 
Paradice, mingles hardcore porn 
footage with impressionistic im¬ 
ages of Las Vegas at night. Is that a 
penis, a dildo, or a finger being 
shoved in? Mother-daughter rela¬ 
tions are sweetly skewered in Un¬ 
titled (My Mama), with director 
Lynne Chan as narrator. Footage 
of Hong Kong superstars like Jet 
Li and shots of teetering wind-up 
toys are punctuated with Chan’s 
pithy comments. Best of all is an 
exchange where Chan tells her 
mother she got “beaten up at art 
school” because she called some¬ 
body a “modernist.” Mother’s 
reply: “Well, then, you deserved 
it!” ▼

vaults the crisis moments which 
characters experience into the TV 
foreground — like Murphy 
Brown’s breast cancer or Jamie’s 
pregnancy ( Mad About You). The 
explanatory element of each Ellen 
episode has become so tiresome 
even queers desperate to hear the 
words “gay” and “lesbian” or de¬ 
termined to support DeGeneres 
forget Ellen is must-see TV. 

As we wait for ABC’s decision 
and letter-writing campaigns 
begin, viewers are left to ponder 
where queers really stand in TV 
land. If Ellen gets axed, we’ll 
know: back on the margins, ar¬ 
ranging flowers and serving 
canapes while TV explores the 
lives of “real” (i.e., straight) char¬ 
acters. ▼

False security 

Though Ellen DeGeneres’s ex¬ 
tended 15 minutes of fame has 
given many queers a false sense of 
security about the future of queer 
TV, the reality differs significantly. 
If ABC were test-driving a new 
queerish sit-com (say one with 
gay men sharing the occasional 
kiss, a non-drag-attired black fag 
or Latina dyke, and lesbian and 
gay characters already out of the 
closet) in the interim while Ellen 
were on hiatus, one might feel 
more confident about the com¬ 
mitment of at least one network 
to a modicum of lavender pro¬ 
gramming. But, as the English say, 
it’s not on. 

A dilemma, surely, for all those 
self-congratulatory boobs who 
have declaimed the end of homo¬ 
phobia on the airwaves even as 
Ellen remained our only — and 
hence, highly vulnerable — test 


case for queer TV. ABC fell all over 
itself taking credit for how ground¬ 
breaking a network they were when 
Ellen (initially) rose in the ratings 
after DeGeneres and Morgan came 
out publicly. Now that straight TV 
critics are yawning through every 
moral-laden episode (last week: 
What if the world were gay and one 
Ellen character, Spence, were the 
only straight person?), ABC execs 
are backing away as if a stinkbomb 
had been tossed into the board- 
room. 

Like it or not (and I don’t), 
Ellen is groundbreaking TV sim¬ 
ply because the words gay and les¬ 
bian (and rainbow) are spoken in 
every episode. But like Beavis and 
Butthead, Ellen has proven that it 
takes more than shock value to 
make TV work. Gay alone simply 
isn’t cutting edge; context is every¬ 
thing. Ellens viewers never expe¬ 
rienced the dailiness that forms 
the comedic nexus of every other 
successful sit-com and which

Family reunion

|p||. obert Moses is so quick that 
anyone who blinked during 
his solo at his company’s 
show The Cullings may have 
missed significant moments in 
the evening’s action. During 
Shard, set to the mournful, rhyth¬ 
mic loops of Bonga’s “Angola 72,” 
Moses’ feet barely touched the 
ground between rotations as he 
whipped through a series, of 
seemingly weightless barrel turns 
which traced a whispery arc 
across center stage. Moses is 
thrilling when he’s airborne, 
which he was for much of this 
piece, running and launching 
himself into very high, speedy 
brise vole , a scissoring of the legs 
that suggests flight in its name. 
When he touched down, he really 
touched down, sauntering and 
swaying across the floor with a 
low-slung center of gravity, his 
hips twitching seductively. 

Moses, a Twyla Tharp and 
American Ballet Theater alum 
who has settled into the Stanford 
dance faculty, wasn’t the only at¬ 
traction at the company’s third 
annual home season performance 
at Theater Artaud last week, al¬ 
though watching him dance in¬ 
forms the work he sets on other 
dancers. There were 12 in this 
show, some of them Stanford 
grads, others veteran “Kin” of the 
company Moses founded three 
years ago with the express pur¬ 
pose of presenting work with an 
historically informed African- 
American perspective. 

While some of the dances have 
been created as movement for 
movement’s sake, class and gender 
issues have also worked their way 
into the repertory. The message 
doesn’t always come across: The 
work-in-progress At Alternate 
Times Brain Dead and Deadly-was 
billed as a duet based on the 
premise that intelligence is deter¬ 
mined by race, with two men 
rushing to accumulate status sym¬ 
bols, but what emerged was a 
vaudevillian sort of piece, featur¬ 
ing a man in a chair reciting 
tongue twisters and listlessly scuf¬ 
fling his tap shoes against the 
floor as a line of bathing beauties 
cavorted behind him. 

Nod to classicism 

Opening night’s Program I of¬ 
fered eight dances in all, however, 
giving audiences lots else to ab¬ 
sorb. Like Tharp, Moses gives a 
nod to classicism within a largely 
modern vocabulary, and in 
Humm, a premiere ensemble 
piece set to gospel music and spir¬ 
ituals, augments the dance with a 
gestural language that evokes 
healers, as dancers do a laying of 
hands on mouths, foreheads, and 
hearts. The steady hum of group 
passages across the floor are 
punctuated by moments of still¬ 
ness — as one dancer breaks away 
and slides forward into an unwa¬ 
vering arabesque penchee — or 
brief, oddly personal contact, like 
the dancers who try to storm a 
sort of human wall, and are sud¬ 
denly lifted up by the dancers 
forming the wall and set down on 


the other side. 

Title piece “The Cullings,” an¬ 
other premiere which opens with 
an explosion of white light, will 
remind some viewers of Jerome 
Robbins and West Side Story, par¬ 
ticularly with the cool jazz laid 
down live by the Marcus Shelby 
Trio, and the Beat stylings of spo¬ 
ken word artist Marcus Conrad 
Poston. (Moses, who strode be¬ 
tween clusters of warring kids like 
some kind of tough but caring au¬ 
thority figure, also evoked The 
Blackboard Jungle or To Sir With 
Love.) But the dancing had the 
very ’90s feel of a music show, 
with dancers hurtling headlong 
into each others’ arms or circling 
one another warily, contact im- 
prov style, in mock combat. 

Company dancers Jose M. Co- 
moda and Tiane Frias shone in 
Doscongio and The Supplicant, re¬ 
spectively. Comoda began his ca¬ 
reer at the ancient (by dance stan¬ 
dards) age of 19, but has made up 
for lost time. He calmly and lyri¬ 


cally traveled through Moses’ 
sometimes silly, musically literal 
interpretation of a Chopin sonata. 
Frias, meanwhile, was a fury of 
limbs and hair as she feverishly 
pleaded her case to a trio of stone¬ 
faced matrons in The Supplicant. 

San Francisco Ballet principal 
dancer Julia Adam contributed the 
third premiere to the evening. 
Seven Ages in 3/4 is a seven-part 
piece on the stages of life; each 
piece is set to folk, classical, or 
R&B music in 3/4 time, so that the 
dancers are literally waltzing 
through life. Though the piece 
would have benefited from some 
trimming, Adams has a talent for 
indelible imagery. A mother’s anx¬ 
ious push-pull chase with her 
child, and the angel who gives a 
man flying lessons linger after the 
piece concludes. The program 
concluded with Mother May I, a 
Chorus Line- type of dance jam 
run along a diagonal, with Moses 
bopping joyfully to the live 
whoops and burbles of SoVoSo. ▼

Imperial Teen plays Noise Pop Fest

II uch of the music-loving 
ii.fi world was at home 
watching the Grammys 
last week. What a shame, consid¬ 
ering that a great time was to be 
had at the Great American Music 
Hall the same night, when the 
headlining San Francisco home 
boys and home girls of Imperial 
Teen presented a clinic on sophis¬ 
ticated pop. 

The occasion was the first of 
nine 1998 Noise Pop Festival con¬ 
certs. For six years now, local 
music fan-turned-producer Kevin 
Arnold has been putting together 
the annual showcase to pair, as he 
says, the “bands you really want to 
see with bands you may have 
never heard of.” The ties that bind 
the 37 bands taking part in this 
year’s just-concluded festival are a 
home on college radio and guitar- 
driven riffs frequently catchy, and 
almost always noisy. 

Imperial Teen is led by gui¬ 
tarist Roddy Bottum (the key¬ 
boardist for SF band Faith No 
More), and for the last three years 
has included guitarist Will 
Schwartz, bassist Jone Stebbins, 
and ex-Sister Double Happiness 
drummer Lynn Penko. For 45 
minutes, the band breezed 
through eclectic songs off their 
acclaimed 1995 release, Seasick, 
and adventurous cuts from their 
forthcoming London Records 
album, What’s Not to Love? 

Since their last San Francisco 
show, a ragged, freewheeling Stop 
AIDS! Benefit concert at the Bot¬ 
tom of the Hill in January, the 
quirky, inventive popsters had 
been practicing like banshees in 
their Folsom Street rehearsal

space. The result was songs rang¬ 
ing from the sprawling, furious 
“Waterboy” to their serenely cool 
theme tune. 

If half the pop equation is total 
release, then the other is surely 
controlled tension. Bottum, who 
seemed very much the pater fa- 
milias of the ensemble in his gray 
turtleneck and neat haircut, holds 
onto the reins in their namesake 
track. Calmly plucking notes up 
and down the scale, he gets to the 
fatalism underlying so many kids’ 
desire to be pop stars. “If I only 
had another hand/ I’d cut it off 
and start a band,” he sings matter- 
of-factly. 

While so much mainstream 
pop seems like the rottenest 
candy, there’s something substan¬ 
tial about Imperial Teen’s seduc¬ 
tive tunes. Even the group’s most 
lolly-ish pop turns the typical 
teenage sexuality song on its head. 

Hanson isn’t going to sing 
about queer boys hitting puberty 
on MTV anytime soon. In 
“Butch,” Bottum and Schwartz, 
on the other hand, describe how a 
character is “a troubled teen,” a 
“prince [who] wants to be a 


queen,” and then soar into a cho¬ 
rus of “Butch is pink/ and butch is' 
blue/ you like strawberries/ and I 
like you.” 500 satisfied fans nod 
their heads and sing along. 

The cuts from What’s Not to 
Love? indicate that Imperial Teen 
is going to keep pushing the enve¬ 
lope musically as well as lyrically. 
One unreleased number veered 
into instrumental territory 
marked out by electronica rockers 
Trans Am, and another, featuring 
Schwartz’s piercing falsetto, 
blended a gunslinging Western 
motif with a Rick James funk 
thang in a way that screams out 
for a slot on a Tarantino sound¬ 
track. 

Between discreetly-smoked 
cigarettes off to the side of the 
Great American stage, Schwartz 
commented on his band’s unique 
qualities. Is it that the words range 
farther afield from shallow love 
songs or self-obsessed angst? Is it 
that the music experiments with 
genre, as often as the musicians 
themselves switch instruments? 
“Yeah,” said the cagey Schwartz, 
“all of that. It’s not just noisy pop 
music.” ▼

the reader already knows. In 
her latest Naiad novel, A Mo¬ 
ment's Indiscretion, Peggy Herring 
maintains her secret, with a coy¬ 
ness that is more than a little irri¬ 
tating, long after the truth is obvi¬ 
ous to the dullest reader. 

Unfortunately, the open secret 
is not the only problem with this 
pointless novel. Plot, character, di¬ 
alogue — pick any topic or ele¬ 
ment, and Herring will have 
found a way to make it tedious, 
unbelievable and strained. 

Jackie Knovac has finally rid 
herself, with the help of restrain¬ 
ing orders and police interven¬ 
tion, of the psychotic Phyllis. She 
decides that love is too threaten¬ 
ing a possibility ever to consider 
again. Enter the gorgeous, bril¬ 
liant, hot-for-her Valerie, who is 
everything any woman (including 
the no-longer-afraid-of-commit- 
ment Jackie) could desire ... ex¬ 
cept for (ta-da!) a secret. Which is, 
we figure out very early on, that 
she married a gay man to help se¬ 
cure his $20 million inheritance. 

Valerie and her gay husband 
have to stay married until he’s 30, 
but she shares a penthouse with 
Benny and his lover, Colin, and is 
free to engage in as many discreet 
affairs as she wishes. Happy, 
happy, happy, that’s what they all 
are, but how will she tell Jackie her 
dark secret? How? How? How? 

As it happens, Jackie finds out 
before Valerie has a chance to tell, 
but it’s OK because she under¬ 
stands. Stay in the closet? Sure! 
Miss important days together be¬ 
cause husband and wife have to 
placate his family? No problem! 
After Valerie and Jackie are to¬ 
gether briefly, convince Benny to 
come out to the family, expose the 
sham marriage, deal with psycho 
Phyllis, and have babies? OK! 

Well, actually, no. Were the 


the difficulty Maximilian Schell 
had in getting Marlene Dietrich to 
cooperate in the making of a doc¬ 
umentary on her life. What both 
Schell and Broomfield learned is 
that performers like Dietrich and 
Love, creators of their own myths, 
don’t like other people poking 
around their lives looking for 


lives of these characters not so 
dreary, I suppose the combination 
of fabulous wealth, beautiful peo¬ 
ple, psychotic wackos and true 
love might be sort of fun in a Dy¬ 
nasty or Jackie Collins sort of way, 
but they are stunningly tedious. If 
any one achieved even a single 
complete dimension or a non¬ 
stereotypical character trait, I was 
unable to discern it. A Moment’s 
Indiscretion required considerably 
more moments of my life to read 
than it deserved. Save yourself 
that valuable time. T

aura is a beautiful, success¬ 
ful woman who has every¬ 
thing she needs, except a 
lover. Her painful memories of 
her previous relationship, howev¬ 
er, make her think that true love 
and monogamous bliss are not for 
her.

truth. The difference between the 
two directors is that Schell re¬ 
spected Dietrich and made a seri¬ 
ous, lyrical film, while Broom¬ 
field’s sleazy, shit-stirring docu¬ 
mentary proves he has nothing 
but contempt for Love. 

With Kurt and Courtney, 
Broomfield set out to make a film 
about Love and her late husband, 
Nirvana frontman Kurt Cobain, 
but was stymied at every turn by 
Love. The British director’s at¬ 
tempts to interview Love, which 
finally involved enlisting the ser¬ 
vices of self-described “stalkeraz- 
zis,” are chronicled in the film. We 
also see Broomfield battling with 
Showtime to honor their commit¬ 
ment to broadcast the movie. 
(Showtime eventually passed on 
the project because of what 
Broomfield feels was pressure 
from Love’s attorneys.) 

Love fought Broomfield and 
his documentary right up to its 
slated premiere at last January’s 
Sundance Film Festival, where the 
movie was ultimately dropped 
from the schedule at the last 
minute under threat of a lawsuit. 
After seeing Kurt and Courtney, it’s 
understandable why Love doesn’t 
want it released. The movie is 
filled with Love’s former friends 
and associates calling her every¬ 
thing from a harpy to an egoma¬ 
niac to a bad lay — and these are 
some of the milder slams. The 
most outrageous charge leveled at 
Love — by her estranged father, 
for one — is that she had a role in 


Cobain’s 1994 death. 

Broomfield investigates the ac¬ 
cusation of Love’s involvement in 
her husband’s death before finally 
refuting it as conspiracy theorist 
nonsense. But the question is, why 
spend time investigating a charge 
that is so sensationalistic and hard 
to swallow in the first place? This 
film, like Broomfield’s previous 
documentaries on Heidi Fleiss 
and Aileen Wuornos, is un¬ 
abashedly tabloid in its approach: 
trashy fun at times, but never very 
credible. 

It’s difficult to trust many of 
the interviewees that Broomfield 
thrusts before the cameras. Too 
many of them seem wasted, de¬ 
ceitful, or unbalanced. Or all of 
the above in the case of the late El 
Duce, a member of the shock- 
metal band The Mentors, who 
claims Love offered to pay him 
$50,000 to “whack” Kurt. Another 
factor working against the credi¬ 
bility of the interviewees is that 
Broomfield paid them each be¬ 
tween $200 and $300 for their 


time. 

Don’t go to Kurt and Courtney 
expecting any insight into Cobain 
as a person or an artist. Broom¬ 
field interviews Tracy Miranda, 
‘Cobain’s girlfriend prior to Love, 
and his aunt Mary, but they both 
offer mainly surface observations 
of him. (“He was always playing 
jokes,” recalls Miranda.) Broom¬ 
field also sticks to superficialities 
and easy conclusions when ana¬ 
lyzing Cobain. “Punk rock was an 
escape,” Broomfield says, straining 
for a deep thought. “It offered 
Kurt his way out.” 

Despite its misleading title, this 
movie really isn’t about Cobain. 
What Broomfield intended as a 
documentary on rock’s superstar 
couple of the early ’90s ultimately 
turned into a hatchet job on 
Courtney Love. ▼

'Butch Camp': smirks and tired jokes

p he main character in Butch 
Camp (opening this week at 
the Four Star) has a rainbow 
flag in his apartment, but it might 
as well be a McGovern-for-presi- 
dent poster. This low-budget gay 
comedy seems to belong to an¬ 
other era and, at times, even to 
another sexual orientation. The 
smarmy 70s feel of horny-teen 
movies pervades Butch Camp, 
which opens with the hero jacking 
.off to the sounds of a couple hav¬ 
ing sex in the next room. 

Judy Tenuta, thp “love god¬ 
dess” comedienne, gets top billing, 
but her role is little more than an 
extended cameo. In a shrill one- 
note, one-joke performance, she 
plays the instructor at Butch 
Camp, where put-upon fairies get 
training in how to triumph in the 
high-testosterone heterosexual 
world. 

One of her students is Matt 
(Paul Denniston), a milquetoast 
banker who can’t hold a lover and 
who can barely hold a job. On a 
class assignment to mingle with 
the enemy, he winds up in a sports 
bar, where he catches the eye of a 
predatory female (Jordan 
Roberts) who sets out to seduce 
him. She succeeds, but eventually 
loses Matt to her steady boyfriend 
(Jason Terirsi), who turns out to 
be a fag in thug’s clothing. 

Amid the smirks and tired 


jokes (Matt’s no-nonsense boss 
secretly likes to wear outfits from 
Victoria’s Secret), there are occa¬ 
sional amusements. And the ro¬ 
mance that unexpectedly blooms 
between Matt and the sports-bar 
jock has some nice moments. But 
it’s hard to know to whom writer- 


director Alessandro De Gaetano is 
trying to appeal. Butch Camp can 
make Norman, Is That You? look 
progressive. ▼

I f you’re looking for a film with eye¬ 
popping special effects, mushy ro¬ 
mance, or a spicy soundtrack, go to 
the Kabuki. If, however, you’re feeling 
a bit more avant-garde, you might 
want to check out the new video in¬ 
stallation, Steve McQueen: Four Pro¬ 
jected Images, that just opened at the 
SFMOMA. Films that are worth a lot 
of dough (just ask the James C. 
Hormel Foundation, they sponsored 
the show) without looking like they 
cost it can be a bit confusing, consid¬ 
ering most Films today have million- 
dollar special effects, but aren’t fit for 
the trash heap. 

Indeed, the McQueen installation 
can, at first, appear a bit bland. 
Stripped of the amenities of sound, 
color (three of the pieces are black- 
and-white), and narrative structure, 
these pieces explore the cinematic 
form at the base of the film genre. 
However, the effect can be anything 
but austere, heightening visual percep¬ 
tion, focusing our attention on the 
power of the images and the impor¬ 
tance of perspective through the 
medium of the camera. The powers of 
metaphor and suggestion are also 
brought to the fore. 

If you’re art-timid, this exhibition 
might seem a bit inaccessible. His piece 
“Above my Head,” for example, can 
seem like just that to some who may see 
nothing more than the stoic face of the 
artist walking with the sky over his head. 
But with the diversity and inventiveness 
of the images, there is something for the 
aesthetic sense of everyone. 

Although each piece runs for sever¬ 
al minutes before looping back to the 
beginning, it is doubtful that even the 
most ardent of fans would be so en¬ 
tranced as to watch each film in its en¬ 
tirety. And with only four pieces, this 
can make for a rather short foray. So it 
might be more sensible to plan to take 
in this exhibit in addition to the per¬ 
manent collection or some of the other 
temporary shows. Four Projected Images 
is no Titanic, bura lot more is going 
down here than just a sinking ship. T

Scott O’Hara 
remembered

F or Scott O’Hara, it was a quiet end to a life filled with adven¬ 
tures. A short obituary in last week’s B.A.R. reported that the 
porn star, publisher, author and playwright had died on Feb. 
18, But true to form, O’Hara, who penned his own obit, wanted to 
have the last laugh. “In lieu of flowers,” O’Hara wrote, “he requests 
that you make a donation to your favorite sperm bank.” 

According to Doug Holsclaw, associate artistic director of The¬ 
atre Rhinoceros, where O’Hara’s musical Ex-Lovers had recently 
played, O’Hara died of kidney failure brought on by chemotherav 
py. Shortly before the January opening of Ex-Lovers, O’Hara, 36, 
had learned that the lymphoma that first sidelined him in 1993 had 
returned. But he didn’t miss opening night, and visited the theater 
a few days before his death. 

“He was up and about talking and joking,” Holsclaw said. “But 
he knew what was happening.” According to Holsclaw, O’Hara was 
"very adamant that there be no memorial.” 

The Oregon native first made his mark in San Francisco in 1983 
performing a strip act at Savages (now the Campus Theatre). That 
led to a succession of X-rated videos that came to an end in 1989 
with the first signs that he had AIDS. O’Hara, who had “HI V+” tat¬ 
tooed on his arm, then began publishing the sex journal Steam. 
More recently, he had two books published: a collection of short 
stories, Do-It-Yourself Piston Polishing (for Non-Mechanics), and the 
eye-opening autobiography Autopornography, A new collection of 
essays, Rarely Pure and Never Simple, is set for publication this fall. 

“I don’t regret my time in video,” he told the B.A.R. in January, 
"because I’m glad to have that record. And I have no hesitation 
about the performances at Savages. Looking out and seeing a crowd 
of men with their eyes glued to you, knowing that you’re getting 
them off — that’s an ego boost. But now I’m doing something I 
enjoy much more, and that’s writing.” 

O’Hara returned to San Francisco in 1995 after a five-year resi¬ 
dency in Wisconsin. In that interview, he said that getting to see Ex- 
Lovers produced “is my last remaining dream. Who knows where I 
go next?” T

isfying whole. 

Slaves of New York (1989) is a 
wretched film about the visual 
arts scene and its terminally hip 
denizens. Bereft of insight or 
irony and undeservedly smug, this 
one pretty much ended 
Bernadette Peters’ feature film ca¬ 
reer. Ivory seems to be profound¬ 
ly disengaged from the whole af¬ 
fair, and I dare anyone to sit 
through this miasma and not long 
for a fast forward button.

Literary kickboxing 

If Thai kickboxers can get 
along, why are writers so mean to 
each other?

Witness the 
by-now historic catfight between 
Salman Rushdie and John le 
Carre in the pages of the British 
daily The Guardian , as recounted 
recently in Harper’s : Here’s a few 
choice excerpts from many quite 


ner), are not enough to lift this ef¬ 
fort beyond drudgery. Even the 
suspicion that we are seeing a 
thinly disguised cinema verite 
version of the Newmans’ home 
life fails to ignite interest. 

Turning to England 

When Ivory turns his gaze to 
England, the results are more sat¬ 
isfying and familiar. Maurice 
(1987) is a deeply sympathetic 
adaptation of Forster’s famous 
semi-autobiography of homosex¬ 
ual self-discovery. The tortured 
path to personal fulfillment and 
social rejection is complex 
enough to appear both tragic and 
joyful. Remains of the Day (1993) 
offers Anthony Hopkins in stun¬ 
ning contrast to his too-frequent 
ham trickery. As Stevens, a stoic 
and selfless butler, he gives a fine¬ 
ly shaded pefformance that will 
be held up decades from now as 
his best. Howards End-may prove 
to be the Merchant Ivory master¬ 
piece, a perfect combination of 
literate filmmaking and audience 
sentiment. Darker than A Room 
With a View, the tortures of the 


delicious letters just dripping with 
invective: 

le Carre on The Satanic Verses: 
“I was more concerned about the 
girl at Penguin Books who might 
get her hands blown off in the 
mailroom than I was about 
Rushdie’s royalties.”
